He 
gave this committee an iron ladle and a bar 
of lead, and told them to melt the lead, which 
they did; and with a large iron-spoon, they 
deliberately dipped this melted lead out of the 
ladle and filled his mouth with it. When he 
let tht lead fall out of his mouth into the hand 
of Mr. Kelsey, it was so bot that he dropped 
it involuntgrily on the floor.

If the earth were a hollow sphere, with a 
crust of 100 miles in thickness, the matter con- 
tained therein would require to have a specific 
gravity 64,000 times as great as that of the 
whole mass of the earth solid, in order" (аб 
the whole earth may assuch a hollow sphere 
be equal thereto. If the crust be supposed to 
be 1000 miles in diameter, then tbe average 
specific gravity of the matter forming the 
earth, must ‘be 64 times that of the matter 
forming a solid earth of present dimensions. 
Under such a state of things, there must, on 
the one hand, be somewhere within the crust 
of the earth, some substance in large masa, 
having a specific gravity 64 000 times that of 
platinum, so that a massof it in bulkto n pint 
of water, would weigh 1,280,000 times as 
much as а pint of water; or, on tbe other 
hand, there must be a large masg of matter, a 
pint of which would weigh as muck as 1,280 
pints of water. ^ 

Mathematicians who have studied the calcu- 
lus, know that it can be mathematically dem- 
onstráted that were it possible to form such 
a hollow sphere, as is claimed tke earthyis, 
gravity- within the shell of the sphere be- 
comes zero, and a body will be attracted 
as much to опе part of the space as to 
another.

Catherine Jackson, from Ithica, N Y., while 
visiting friends at Clyde, concluded that she 
would have her likeness taken, and for that 
purpose she repaired to the rooms of Mrs. 
Randall, artist, in company with Miss Nora 
Hunter, for that purpose. The Negative was 
taken when the phenomenon occurred, to-wit: 
When the picture, was brought to light there 
was the countenance of n child looking over 
the left shoulder of Mrs. Jackson, and the 
spire of a monument rising up in front óf her, 
enclosed within ber right arm.

Mrs, Jackson 
after a moment's thought recognized the coun- 
tenance аз: thatlof a child sbe bad lost some 
months before us the spire as tbat placed at 
the head of the'child'e grave. The IJndepend- 
ent says, We have seen the picture and 
know that there is no humbuggery about it.” 

The British Journal of Photography is serious- 
ly investigating the phenomena—spirit pic- 
tures, regardless ol the sneers or contemptuous 
smiles of the Orthodox. The artist says that 
the first experiment was on one plate, taking 
three exposures. There were two mediums 
present. One of them sat with bis back to 
tha camera facing the background; the other 
opposite to him, looking toward the camera 
“In every cause.“ says the artist, as soon as I 
got the plate sensitized and put in the camera, 
I took my seat by the mediums, leaving Dr. 
Thompson to uncap the lens when required to 
do so.’ —

posures were about two minutes. As soon as 
the lens was uncapped he used these words:

On 
developmen the first was found fogged; the 
second two contained white luminous figures,

I could not get them 
to print; I therefore made a transparency, and 
Trom it a negative, in order to get printing 
power. You will sce how strange the result 
is. The black figure evidently belongs to the 
sixteenth century, is in mnil, with long hair.

The Prayer-Book Question---Expres- 
sions by Dr. Carpenter and Prof. 
Tyndall. 


The Cincinnati Comiereial contains an AC- 
count by its London Correspondént, that ех. 
hibits the progress ob-tiberslism in Eügland 
among scientists. It appears that Dr Carpen- 
ter is likely to become the next bogy of the 
theological world. The family of Carpenters 
is well known as belonging to the most con- 
servative branch of the Unitarian denomina- 
tion, iu which two of them are preachers of 
the old-fashioned sort. He, himself, bas long 
been supposed to hold the doctrines of that 
sect in their most moderate and innocent 
form, and it was, ao doubt, on that account 
that the clergymen of Sion® College recently 
invited him to read a paper before them. We 
may premise that Sion College isan Anglican 
and religious institution, wherein the Bishops 
and clergy of London пег iodicnlly assemble, 
listen to & paper or inp i e/nnd them discuss 
thesame — There — n this last occasion 
about one hundred and апу ofthe most emi. 
nent prelates and ag mat present, and also 
a aprinkling of scientific —among them 
Tyndall, who is very often, ke acertain per 
sonage in the Book of Job, présent when the 
holy ones come together. Dr. Carpente took 
for his theme the "Reign of Law,” and his 
treatment of it gave rise to n sengation—al- 
most а scene of nenrly в fearful character! He 
cast utterly aside the Duke of Argyle's accom- 
modation of the Reign of Law to theological 
exigencies, and maintained that Nature герге. 
sented a kifgdom of orderly evolution, which 
had never been invaded by anything arbitrary, 
preternatural, or supernatural; and his address 
ended by the emphatic declaration, that mi 
the liturgies, litanies, collects, and prayers 
that were ever uttered never had influenced— 
never could influence—the course of this uni- 
verse, nor maukind, nor a singlé individual, 
in the slightest degree. 

There was n terrible silence when the Doc- 
tor sat down Presently there arose an emi- 
nent-London clergymnn, who said that, if he 
believed the declaration just made, he would 
ascend his pulpit next Sunday only to annouce 
that the church would be forever. closed from 
that hour. 

Then one after another the clergymen rose, 
and there was a hurricane of stormy protests. 
But when the rest of the ond had ex- 
hausted themselves, Prof. Ty 1 arose, and 
with ^ slow and solemn voic& said: “Iam 
speaking to men of education and men of 
learning; to men whó have studied in Univer- 
sities, aud have read history and observed the 
course of Nature; and I feel constrained to 
ask you as gentlemen of culture whether it ia 
renlly possible that you can have any belIef in 
the eflicacy of prayer to affect this universe in 
the slightest degree?“

There is one spirit with which I am very fa- 


miliar. It took possession of my body when I 
was very young, and has been with me ever 
since, It lives, moves, eats and sleeps in my 
body. If it were to leave me, I would be 


called dead. Many blind people ask me, Can 
spirita act upon and move inert material mat. 
ter? What an ignorant question! To-day, I 
saw with my own eyes, a body weighing one 
hundred and thirty-five pounds, moved fifteen 
miles. I told this to some wild, ignorant veo- 
ple, and you on to have seen their eyes bug 
out. They all cried out with one,accord, 
"What was it, and.where did the thing hap- 
pen? Says І, gentlemen, to explain, I will 
tell you that a spirit to-day by its own force 
and power, took my body, weight one hundred 
and thirty five pounds of inert matter, from 
the city of Mendota, Ill., down to the city of 
LaSalle, a distance of fifteen miles. It ia true, 
it took it five hours to accomplish the feat. 
It took me along thé Central Railroad, and used 
my legs as instruments.

Well, Beecher and the people who are 
drawn around him are not the people to be 
dictated to very much, and have swung соп: 
siderably away from ecclesiastical forms and 
bonds, and so they met to consider this matter. 
т The magic of Beecher's voice melted his audi. 
ence into a homogeneous mass of tears, coupled 
with a sense ofthelr manhood and their ac- 
gountability to God and their own coneciences 
rather than to man, and they declared them- 
selves us a unit in favor of being an independ 
ent church, not accountable to any other ur- 
ganization. If ibese churches will come out 
with a courteous appeal to Plymouth, asking 
thein to meet with them in ^ fraternal consul- 
tation and not prejudge the case in any respect, 
their request may“be acceded to. The Beech- 
erites, although taking the Bible as their stand- 
ard, dare generally to think ud nct for them- 
selves, ani many of them "fe Spiritualists in 
their belief. Beecher, hituself employs a clair- 
voyant in his family, and some of his mem- 
bers patroniz: the magnetic healing of myself 
and others, and for them to hear of the loved 
ones gone before seems to give them great 
pleasure. Such а chüreh, as might well be 
expected, shows more humanilurian works 
than — any other similar body in Chris- 
tendom, und Beecher's answer to their chid- 
ings was overwhelming when he referred the 
fault finding congregations in the kindest 
spirit to the hospitals und libraries which 
Plymouth had founded, and, to the Christian 
activity which they had shown in every di- 
rection.

Laughlin, and confess to being greatly sur- 
prised when the reality was better than те- 
ported. We were received by Mr. i. ina 
cordial manner, and found several others pres- 
ent, examining the picture, among whom was 
Мг. Н. Honk, the well-known 4griculturist, 
enthusiastic ss usual, and unabashed by ghost- 
ly paintings or ghosts themsélves. Then it 
was оп the lower right band corner pane of 
the lawer window! Mr. Laughlin adjusted 
the lamp and when we-gained the right pris- 
tine all exclaimed, it is Mr. Tucker. There 
was the exceedingly characteristic features, 
the sharp nose, the small and contracted 
mouth, the thick white beard, the short and 
snowy hair. 

Not on the glass as a picture, but ns en 
intangible sbaiow behind the glass, looking 
in upon us!

cery. Then ая to the communication with 
familiar spirits, it was under ban among the 
llebrews, because, in the first instance, they, 
as a nation, must recognize only one source of 
inspiration and instruction; and in the second, 
because persons who counselled with familiar 
spirits, who were not supposed to be wise and 
rood, it was thought, would wander from the 
authority of the church, But we must re- 


‘member that the lawful things of any time 


were not always the inspired things; we must 
remember that the law-givers had their special 
foibles; and we must recollect that it is not 
many hundreds of years ago since these у. ту 
utterances would have been —lenominated 
witchcraft and sorcery, and the\spéaker, put to 
death. | 

Everything, therefore, that ha& come under 
the bàn of Church has not therefore been 
evil. We know that the Puritan Fathers 
landing in America, ри to denth the so-called 
Salem witches for no other oilence save that of 
being endued ‘with the gifts of the Spirit. 
You, must remember that the Roman Catholic 
Church to-day puts its veto upon every man- 
ifestation of spiritual gifts outaide the pale of 
the church, If you lived in a Roman Catholic 
country, you would not be allowed to assem- 
ble here; and at one time, the leaders of such 
movement would have been put to death. You 
must remember that things that once went 
under the designation of sorcery and Witch- 
craft, were genuine manifestations of the 
Bpirit, but that they had not then come within 
the pale of the established law of the Church, 
and were therefore uncanonized. Many times 
these mysteries were performed in caves; 
many times oracles were concealed in myster- 
ious рери, 80 that among the heathen nations 
во called, the gifts of the spirit might not be 
wholly lost: Їп the caves of Mythros, the 
divine Spirit spoke tu the scholars, who in 
their turn were the leaders of the people, and 
received far more spiritual inspiration than 
they dared to speak of. The oracles of Del- 
phos were for long years the source of in- 
numerable pilgrimages and journeyings to 
seek advice from the priestesses, who were 
doubtless. the recipients of spirit-influences 
And wherever spirit-lips were heard, for fear 
lest those possessing these gifts should be put 
to death, it was necessary to surround them 
with mysteries and religious rites and cere- 
monies. Many of the revelations of modern 
acience were even regarded as sacred, and held 
in a religious light, because of the tables, the 
parallel iines, and the various mathematical 
flgures and symbols not being understood by 
the masses. llence,the priests were obliged 
to conceal tapir knowledge for fear of being 
slain; so alsohey were compelled to conceal 
the places where their oracles abode, that 
they might not be destroyed. You must re- 
member that the laws of Moses, despite their 
inspiration, were nevertheless founded upon 
similar laws that had existed amoyg a more 
ancient people, and that by them the Hebrews 
were x temi enjoined to worshik the one 
God. From time to time, howeyer, there 
arose among them а return to idolatry, and to 
the symbols of the heathen people among 
whom they dwelt, If, therefore, sorcery, 
witchcraft, magic, and various forbidden 
things sprang into existence among them as 
evidence of spiritual power, 11 must not be 


supposed that they were all forbidden, and all’ 


outside the pale of the authorized inspirations 
ot those days. On the contrary, tbe visitation 
of angela as messengers of the Divine Mind 
occur almost through every chapter in the 
wanderings and history of the ancient Jews, 
and, indeed, upon these ry a apre ap 
aud ministrations hinged the larger share of 
their daily life; soxthat they Ipoked especially 
to angels and m gers of Deity to comfort 
them in trouble and misfortune. But, as we 
have stated, the simulation of inspiration was 
forbidden; sand under this category came 
witchcraft, gorcery, and various other man- 
ifestations that might be known to the con- 
jurers, but were not genuine manifestations 
of the spirit. 

„But,“ says the believer of to-day, ho is 
afraid of being led astray, we are warned 
that in the latter days there will beevil spirits 
that shall deceive the very elect." You are 
also warned that ybur young men and maidens 
shall speak prophecy and m dreams. Of 
the nature of these manifestations you are 
called upon to decide. You are endowed with 
reason; you are endowed with attributes of 
intuition and intelligence; and it isone of 
the privileges of the Protestant religion that 
the individual judgment shall assist in con- 
flrming or establishing the divine revelation. 
So that to-day, as has been foretold by its 


ancient prophets, when there are manifesta- 


tions of the spirit 1n the land, yours is the 
province, yours the intelligence, and yours 
thé gift to determine whether they be the 
spirits of the departed, or whether they be the 
tricks of the вогсегег, the \conjurer, or of 
witchcraft. По you not understand this? Ве. 
sides, you aro nqt living to-day in the times o 
Moses, You are not а people who must 
swayed and governed by an arbitrary church. 
Thelaw of Moses is not the one established 
law of your church; the law of Jésus rather. 
Still we do not say the law of Moses is alto- 
gether obliterated from your actions, but that 
you have (superseded it. These gifts have 
in age; but in some countries 

and under dome laws they have been denom- 
inated witchcraft and made unlawful, while 
among other peoplé and in other times they 
have venerated and upheld. But there

fraud. , Now, that thera are even to-day spirits

Since, 
therefore, that world is full of people from 


your world; itis but reasonatye to suppose 


that there are those who are not wise, and 


who, intluencing mediums, cam not intluence 


them in the right way. But you have intu 
ition to determine those things, and when 
Spiritualism presents а genuine manifestation 
it is given for you to decide by the Christian 
law—the law of your established chufch—and 
by your own individual consciousness that 
whichis wise from that which is unwise, that 
which is good from that which is ev:l, that 
which wili lead to knowledge instead of to 
error ind ignorance. But the questioner hes- 
itates etill, and feels compelled to obey the 
literal letter of the Neripture, forgetting the 
later letter that comes to all believers—the 
gifts of the Spirit; for if witcheraft was con- 
demned, aud if.the inspired ones did not be 
lieve in scrcery, nor in thé various tricks pur 
porting to be of the spirit/they still acknowl- 
edged the gifts; and even Paul, with his regte 
and discipline and formal establishment of the 
church theology, ackngwledges the gifts of the 
spirit, and holds them АП yp for all believers 
to cultivate and foll ДҮ no one can go 
astray, even though they do follow the gifts of 
the spirit, since ministering angels were thus 
permitted to dwell en the earth with men in 
order to guide them. So now, all believers 
may be sure that spirits*are stiil permitted to 
come ard minister to their. good. 

But the inquirer says, further, that it is said 
in the Book of Revelation nds ne is permitted 
to add to or take from that book We/Answer, 
that that has reference exclusively to the 
vision of the Apocalypse. It has nothing to 
do with the revelation of history. The Apo- 
calypse isa revelation of itself, requiring in- 
spiration to establish its founda.ion on the 
earth, But with that book alone we do not 
propose to interfere, It is only with the gen- 
eral law of spirit-communion, as it now exists 
and alwgya has existed, that we have now to 
do. It Has been established since the early 
ages of himan history; was revealed through 
various forms of manifestation to the anciggts; 
was understood аад demonstrated by. the 
oracles of heathen times; end in the revealed 
religidh of ine Hebrewe was uderetood en 
have an abiding-place and an established ex- 
istence; while in the Christian religion it really 
formed the base and corner-stone of its foun. 
dation. But you must remember that the 
powers of the spirit have oftentimes been 
veiled and shrouded by human ignorance, and 
that, however much the light of the past may 
have wen thrown upon the subject, ypu аге 
compelled to adopt the interpretation óf many 
tongues. Your books come to you from many 
languages and from many minds, so:that you 
may not always have the very letter and spirit 
аз were given to the inspired ones. lues. 
tionably, these records contain the essential 
revelation of the past, but then you should 
distinguish between the spirit and the letter. 
The fact that you do not abide Ay every letter 
contained therein, is a proof/that it is impos- 
sible for the human врігі (о do во, since in 
Christendom there are many hundreds of sects, 
vein eui aJ the records according to its 
own peculiar ideas, and among those sects 
many individual minds place their own соп: 
struction on the letter. If the letter gave clear. 
ly aud unequivocally the meaning of the spirit, 
where the need of all the 3 јез and 
interpretations that have been given 10 you” 
It is the letter that killeth; the spirit alone 
giveth life. Now, no one can read the spirit 
of the book aright unless he be inspired: aud 
no one can tell the meaning óf the gifts of the 
spirit unless he or she also has the spirit; and 
it is not to be presumed that every man who 
has turned over those pages and commented 
upon them for the enlightenment of mankind, 
has been inspired. Some are slaves to the in- 
tellect; some read simply їп many languages 
without knowing of the living spirit: while 
others fail to see the spirit wholly, and are lost 
in the great sea of doubt and infidelity. Read- 
ing the Bible in many tongues has made many 
infidels; but the spirit was not with the reader 
—only the self-conscious intellect that dared 
ronounce upon the living spirit because 
the letter seemed to be inconsistent. 

Now, any ong possessing the spirit of the 
nineteenth century knows quite well that 
there is no form of religions belief to-day that 
accepta in its entirety the letter ofthe modern 
Protestant Bible. Every reader |knows that 
the text contained ayithin the/covers of his 
Bible was decided upon by 3 of 
men, many of whom avé been inspir- 
ed; but the one who/gave the casting vote, 
Constantine, could never have been inspired 
since bloody deeds and cruel actions ‘formed 
the epitome of his life. In the councils. of 
Trent aud Nice were gathered together the 
learned men who were appointed to decide 
upon-the text of the Bible; but although it is 
acknowledged that you owe to these men that 
which gave you the Christian Bible, Constan- 
tine gave the deciding vote on the text that 
now makes your inspired book. Now, we 
say, that notwithstanding the slaughtering 


hand that gave it, notwithstanding the bloody 


deeds that have followed in thé wake of so- 
called Christianity—for Christianity did not 
do it; notwithstanding the impositions of 
Church and State that have been perpetrated 
in the name of eg fet notwithstanding the 
blood and wars that have caused the whole 
course of modern civilization to be n 
blood: the true believer, the truly-ins 

mind, finds in this record the history of God's 
dealings with the race which he selected to 
lead through tribulation and fire and slavery 
and bond to the light and knowledge of 
the one God. It also contains thé revelationa, 
teachings, inspirations, works, and, prophecies

multitudes on to place. We know also that 
in the Protestant Church, the very spiritof the 
Reformation, the very power that gave it 
birth and life, was that it rejected the letter 
while it maiptamed the spirit of revelation 

Now, again, there comes a voice from heaven, 
now, again, doors are opened and tood-gates 
are lifted upon humanity, and now, again, 
you are called from your old literal worship to 
the worship of the Spirit; now, again, you are 
asked to forsake the letter, 16 forsake the 
golden altars you have erectedsto forsake the 
monument—the spiritually: bare monuments— 
you have reared, and dwell again in the sim- 
plicity of the spirit.

ignorance supposed to be Satan, that individ- 
ual enjoying snd exercising such power was 
put to death on the testimony of one or two 
witnesses. 

Now, some one may enter a room, and two 
or three may see а spirit; it would be con- 
demned as characteristic of an age of barbar- 
ism if such person were to be put to. death by 
your judges, and yet such was the case within 
a less period of time than you would be wil- 
ling to acknowledge. 

Nos: it must also be clearly understood that 
the ‘persecution in your midst, of the Puri- 
tans and Quakers, was not in itself in accord- 
ance with the highest spirit of Christianity; 
and we need not go from the history of Eug- 
land to see that every war has been caused by 
some religious prejudice, some warring of re- 
ligious opinion, by persecution for opinion's 
sake. This is contrary to the very spirit of 
that religion which you claim forms the foun- 
dation of your civilization, this, indeed, is at 
variance with the very wer of the voice of 
Christ, who proclaimed peace on earth and 
good will to men, ч — 

And what would you think to-day if those 
persons who do uot believe in mesmerism,

ears since they would have been put to deatb. 
it bigotry had its way to-day, perhaps not ten, 
not one person perhaps would be found here 
now; many would be put to death. 

The universal voice of humanity, the en- 
ligbtenment of to-day, forbids persecution for 
opinion's sake, and claims the openest investi- 
gation for all subjects. Time was when the 
electric ‘telegraph, the steam-engine, experi- 
ments in chemistry, were actually forbidden, 
as being of satanic origin. Time was when the 
print ress Was e as the engine for 

is Satanic majesty; it is not alwa nspired 
by the most exalted spirits, but it ferme the, 


gine of modern thought and culture. Time 
was when every improvement in science was 
considered to be a direct invasiqn upon the ab- 
solute Word of God. To-day, however, sci. 
ence and religion may walk hand in hand; the 
chasm that existed between them bri 
over; aa we confidently believe, by the uni 
voice of spiritual sciesce and philosophy.

W. Howell delivered a lecture on Mesmer- 
ism" to the Dalston-Association of Enquirers 
into Spiritualism, at their rooms. Navarino- 
road, Dalston, London. The president, Mr. 
Alfred E. Loyell, occupied the chair, and there 
was в large attendance of listeners. 

Mr. Howell said that among the objectors to 
Spiritualism were some who took that posi- 
tion owing to erroneous conceptions, others 
believed it to be Satanic, and eternal perdl- 
tion to be the result of practicing it, these 
were uncomfortable people to deal with, and 
with such a glare before them they would not 
readily perceive mesmerism in any other 
light. Other opponents supposed_ that per- 
sons were sometimes killed or driven mad by 
mesmerism, br that а mesmerist could use his 
power over a patient for evil. Some of these 
ideas were partly false and partly true, but all 
were, shadows cast from truths.

Although all persons were doubtless more or 
less subject to mesmeric influences, on a rough 
average perhaps one person out of every four 
of five, was consciously sensitive to the intlu- 
ence of mesmeric operators By simply ap- 
proximating а crystal, n metal, Or a portion of 
в living organism—say а freshly cut stick—to 
the forehead of a sensitive, a sensation of nent, 
cold, or a current of air is feft, and if the ob- 
ject is moved, ж toward the chest, the sensa- 
tions follow it, By continuing the experiment 
in а particular manner, sleepiness, reatlessnéss, 
and other changes in the condition of the body 
of the sensitive may be produced, without 
fancy taking any part in the matter, as rigid, 
experiment has demonstrated. Crystal vision 
is simply s mesmeric etlect. He said that 
mineral rooms, such as those in the British 
Mvseum, were full of influences liable to aflect 
sensitives. He knew that nothing could be 
more easily demonstrated to a candid investi- 
gator than that mesmerism was, perhaps, the 
most potent of all known remedial agents in 
cases of disease or injury, and that, frequent- 
ly, maladies deemed incurable, yielded to its 
power. Persons whadid not feel any special 
sensations from mesmeric action could still 
derive benefit from mesmerism, if properly 
applied. Mesmerism, contrary to a general 
opinion, effects more cures in other than nerv- 
ous diseases; and it was not true that only the 
weak were mesmerically affected. Marvel- 
ous benefits were sometimes received by 
strong patients, from operators inferior 
to them in strength of body and mind. He 
had seen healthy parents put to sleep, and sick 
ones relieved, by feeble children, and athletic 
men by delicate women. A crystal, or the 
human finger, pointed to any particular por- 
tion.of the brain of the sensitive, rendered the 
functions of the part active or quiescent, ac- 
cording to the way in which it was applied; 
and this was the simple explanation. ы the 
whole of the phenomena of phreno-mesmerism. 
In what was called“ Electrobiology," various 
classes of mesmeric phenomena were confused. 
The discs or other objects given to the вепві-

The Little Church Around the Corner.

"The funeral of Walter Fowler was held 

esterday- afternoon, in the. l’resbyteriau 
‘hurch, instead of tne Methodist, as at first 
proposed, Mr. J. ЇЧ. Hall having addressed а 
note to Mr. J. G. Fowler on Thursday, saying 
‘that the Methodist church could not be had 
in which to hold the funeral of Walter, «less 
а minister of some religioa denomtination had 
charge of the services.“ Mr. Fowlers friends 
being Spiritualists, had engaged, at Walter's 
young man, 
and former friend of }Valter'sto deliver ап 
&ddress on the occasion, and the friends of the 
deceased were compelled to seek other quarters 
in which to pay the last sad rites to their dead; 
and the Presbyterian was ‘the little church 
around the corner’ thrown open to their ser- 
vice. It seems rather hard that in this enlight- 
ened Christian (?) ега, a church should refuse 
to allow any respectable funeral services, 
whether Orthodox or not." 


To give our readers an idea of the bigh es- 
timation in which he lived, as well as for the 
purpose of calling attention to some most

The deceased was born in England, on 
the ith of July, 1846, and was, therefore, at 
the time of his death, in the 28th year of his 
&ge. When but three years old his family 
emigrated to America, residing at various 
places, until 1457 they settled at Mankato. In 
the spring of 1559, when we located here to 
commence the publication of the Record, Wal- 
ter engaged with us as an apprentice to learn 
the printing business. In that capacity he as- 
sisted in getting aut the first number, and on 
his thirteenth birth day, and also the 88d an- 
niversary of American Independence he de- 
livered the first issue to its patrons, He con- 
tinued his connection with the /tecerd, with 
brief intervals, in various capacities, from 
that date throughout our proprietorship and 
became a skillful and excellent printer—one of 
the very best and most accurate in the State. 


He afterwards worked in St. Paul and Chicago, A <

his life al ways to excel, and whether at work or 
at play, this laudable desire stimulated him. 
Endowed with fingnatural abilities, à clear head 
and steady nerve, results which to others re- 
quired great exertions, were to him compara- 
tively easy of accomplishment; yet not uafre- 
quently in his great desire to excel he over- 
tasked his powers of endurance. From his 
early boyhood his lungs seemed weak, and the 
sent of most of his ailments; and though in 
attaining his manhood, he developed apparent- 
ly fine physical proportions, his lungs were 
always sensitive. He was at Chicago employ- 
ed at his trade at the time of the memorabie 
fire of 1871, and to exposures incurred on that 
occasion in his self-sucrificing efforts to pro- 
tect and assist others, is traceable the first seéds 
of the disease which two yeara after caused 
his death. 

After a few months sojourn in the invigora- 
ting atmosphere of Minnesota, he had almost- 
recovered, as he thought, from what. he consid- 
ered a temporary ailment, and was then in- 
duced to return to Chicago. A brief sojourn 

there, with the close confinement and applica- 
tion tecident to bis vocation, induced several 
hemorrhages of the lungs, and admonished by 
thoge unerring signs of the 3 of his 
disease he sought a change of climate, going 
to Colorado, а favorite resort for invalids on 
account of the dryness and purity of its at- 
mosphere. Very little reliëf was thus obtain- 
ed, and over др йе he returned home in 
the hope that with old friends to administer 
to his wants and amid the familiar scenes of 
his boyhood, health and stréngth might be re: 
stored tohim. At times he was flattered to 
the belief that he was getting well, but the 
signs and symptoms upon which he based his 
hopes, were to others the gredual progress of 
his disease, From month to month he grew 
weaker, though all- the time battling уш his 


mortality. And we are glad to know that his 
spiritual senses became active and clear before 
the change came; and he had the exquisite 
satisfaction of being accompanied '* across the 
river" by his own dear friends who were pres- 
ent, waiting to receive him into spirlt-life. 
Conscious to the last, he gave evidence that 
cannot be doubted, that he was surrounded 
by ministering spirits, recognizing bis father 
and others, and giving expression to the rap- 
ture and joy which he felt while undergoing 
the change, that ів во commonly and unneces- 
sarily dreaded as the last and greatest evil.

Henry Ward Beecher.

well know I am unaccustomed to speaking in 
public, I feel assured that you will give me 
your kind attention and patient indulgence 
for a moment to what 1 may say. As my 
method is to think and freely speak out those 
thoughts; whut I may say will, undoubtedly, 
to some appear somewhat Ne 

In the first place, as it muy be new to some 
present, I will give you a brief geographical 
sketch of Hydesville, the origin of Modern 
Spiritualism, commonly called the“ Rochester 


Rannings " The name of this place originated 


from tne fact that a celebrated puysiciun by 
the name of Hyde, settled there at an early 
day, and lived there for many years. 

Hiydesville is a small village situated in the 
valley of quite a stream, on the north side 
thereof, called Mud Creek, which runs from 
west to east, and under a range of hills form- 
ing the northern hlufl of the stream, with flats 
extending from a`half to one mile wide, aud 
very fertile, and some twenty-five miles east 
of Rochester, between the two villages of 
Palmyra and Newark. This stream at Lyons 
connects with Canandaigua outlet, and at 
Montezuma with Cayuga and Seneca outlets, 
as the main tributaries to Seneca river, which 
empties into Ontario lake at Oswego. 

Now, friends, what are we here for, and 
what shall Lsay on this occasion: From the 
little tiny ape in this humble place, a little 
spark hug been, kindled to a mighty flame 
which-has-sfireud like an electric flash to the 
uttermost parts of the earth. By its singular 
and strange phenomena, the world bas been 
shocked, shaken from centre to circumference! 
The very best minds and intellects of both 
sexes are deeply engaged in advocating its 
truths Why? Because it is а scientific, Nat- 
ural Religion, a consistent common-sense ге: 
ligion; and more, because in the short space 
of twenty-five years it has accomplished what 
the church, clergy and old Jewish Bible the- 
olozy combined, have fuiled to doin centuries, 
while skeptics and intitels undeg the old Bible 
theology have rapidly increased. Why” Be- 
cause that old theory is fabulous, contradictory 
and false; sanctions all mauner of crime in its 
most horrible forms. 

Now, the question arises, ‘What has Spirit- 
ualism done“ I answer, it has proved con- 
clusively to the infidel world, try positive and 
unmistakable demonstration, immortality and 
eternal life beyond the grave! It also proves 
to us, emphatically, that there is no death, 
which has always been taught by Bible Chris 
tians to be the King of Terror, and a terror to 
all kings; also, that after death we lie in our 
graves for milliona of ages to await that awtul 
judgment day, when our bodies, flesh to flesh, 
bone to bone, shall re-unite and stand erect 
before that awful tribunal, to be judged ac- 
cording to the deeds done here in the body,— 
a theory which contradicts God's nature, and 
all-ecientific principles. The scenes of that 
day, M real, would beggar description! The 
groans, weeping, cries, lamentations, wailing, 

"and the | terrible heart-rending consternation 
of the mpjor part of the human family, called 
together on that peculiar occasion, by the 
blast of the last loud trump, no language 
could express or describe, while to the fiston- 

-ishment of the few; if any, who are exempt, 
millions at every moment are being plunged 
headforemost into that terrible lake of fireand 
brimstone, and red-hot lava, as the Rev. 
Knapp once told me in the city of Chicago, 
where its inmates were continually holdin; 

Р prayer meetings, there to remain forever an 
ever The thought is too horrible, absurd and 
be pei for 9 comment! I believe re- 
on pertains to the re ns between man 
а man. God made Pd men, women, 
and children, and.not;in Sabbaths, Bibles, 
priests and church, is the essential element of 
true religion. Our heaven or heli is exactly 
in accordance with our /feelings and actions 
toward our fellow-beings. It matters But lit- 
tle what we think of Moses, Luther, Calvin, 
John, Paul, Aaron, or Joshua, but it is of in- 
finite consequence what we think of ourselves! 
We should bring our appetites and passion 
pander subiection to our reason and judgment. 
Chxstians are continually talking about sáv- 
ing men and women.by what was done eigh- 
teen centuries ago, that what one man said and 
did, is to save the worid. Ніз actions and 
deeds saved him, but can not save us. Our 
destiny does not depend on how Christ lived 
and died. Instead of turning our thoughts to 


God and Christ, as a general rule it would be: 


far better to turn them to bur on hearts. In 
my opinion, Christ came not to save us, but 
to teach us how to save ourselves. He died, 
not to save us, but died rather than relinquish 
his principles, аз many other good reformers 
have, by the hand of Christians, so-called. 
Christ set many good тати, and many 
that were quite unnatural, and very far from 
good. Ido not endorse that religion that re- 
quires me to hate my father, mother sister, 
brother, and even my own being, to become a 
disciple. Our religious creed, in my opinion, 
should be, My country the world; my religion 
to do good! us for a moment contrast the 
difference between spirit philosophy and Bible 
theology. The first presents а strong incentive 
to actions, claiming no favor or trust for 
sing, and that we enjoy or suffer еы, to 
our good or bad actions here and hereafter, 
which renders equal justice to all. The latter, 
however, is not only a strong incentive to 
crime and bad actions, but actually offers a 
bonus on murder, as the shortestand quickest 
road to heaven. The clergy at the eleventh 
hour never fail to stand->upon the ong m 
with the condemned criminal who has - 
tted murder, and led.a life of wickedness, 
his to heaven and place 
lifetime in doing good. wr 
spent a me ng ccording to 
í ible theology “while the lamp holds out to 
^ "burn, the.vilest sinner re 
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our most relinble statistics, if the same rule 
was practiced lere, our State prisons would 
be relieved of many of the preachers who are 
incarcerated there for crime. 7 
It is said that in the State prison at Auburn, 
N. Y , there are twenty tive ministers of the 
gospel, but not a Spirituslist, Unitarian, or 
even во Infidel. In Joliet, III., it is stated, 
that among seven hundred prisoners, there are 
forty seven ministers, and one Spiritualist, 
Gnd he was not one until he bad been there 
sume time. All the balance are Christians, 
and our Courts seldom hang any but Chria 
ians. Now, what must be the intluence of 
such a doctrine on the hearts and lives of 
men* Why, just this: tbat if they believe 
they can be forgiven for sin through the 
biood of Jesus, at any time, they will continue 
sinning just во long Ёз their passions and per- 
verted appetites. are stronger than their prin. 
ciples. They will, therefore, be alternately 
sinning aud repentiny, and repenting and sin- 
ning again. This is the personal history of 
ninety-nine Christians in every hundred; 
therefore, I consider it a dangerous doctrine. 
So long as a few prayers and tears, and ‘a 
little professed faith in Jesus as an all-sutlicient 
Savior, are believed to be capable of blotting 
out men's sins, so long will they sin. The 
liorrid effects of this doctrine are often demon- 
strated in the criminal on tbe gallows: A man 
commits murder оп a fellow-man who is not а 
believer in popular Christianity. The mur- 
derer ig caught, sentenced, and remanded to 
prison to await his éXecution. During the 
interim, he is blessed with the presence of а 
priest and в Bible. The priest pictures to bis 
imaginstion the awfulness of the crime, and 
eternai damnation ns his doom, unless ће те. 
en! und believe in Jesus, and thus be saved." 
le knows his crime is great, feels guilty, be. 
comes frightened, ‘'repents believes, ів baptiz- 
ed,“ and what next? Why, be is swung olf 
into heaven—glory, with 10у angels, while 
his poor victim, whom he gave no chance of 
repentence, but sent stráigbt to hell, is groan- 
ing in eternal torment. Away with such doc- 
trine, and away with a book that teaches 
either by precept or example, adultery, war, 
polygamy, slavery, rapine, murder, swindling, 
stealing, and every other mean get in the 
calendars of crime, Buch а book cun not be 
imposed upon us as the best book in the 
world. Now, 1 would say to \fathera and 
mothers, don't degrade your children by teach- 
ing them such horrid and immoral doctrines, 
such outrageous dies, such blasphemies against 
God and all truth and beauty! t 
There is notbing more sacred than truth. 
We 'should love it nbove all things, and be 
willing to make any sacrifice for its sake. 
Now. [do not wist to be understood that there 
is nothing good in the Jewish Bible, for there 
is much that is very good and beautiful 
Neither do | wish to be understood as saying, 
that there are no good people in the church, 
for I believe there are many good, honest 
Christians there, but no better for belonging 
to it, for I believe their youthful minds have 
been abused, in being curly educated up to 
that theory which is hard to be eradicated, 1 
would here say, tbat a false theory believed, 
will produce tne sume eflect as the true; but 
far better if they were left alpne to choose 
their own religion im riper years. Taking this 
into account, Jhere is nothing strange hat во 
many cling to old theories. I pity those of riper 
years that still indorse that barbarous theory. 
When our Christians are sending mission- 
aries to enlighten heathens, they are not aware 
that they st home are worshiping un idol, a 
fictitious, false Bible-god, and аге suffering 
for enlightment ut home. І contend they are 
worshiping idols to as great án extent as are 
the Hindoos. The Koran, Vedas and Shasters, 
Zendsvesta aud Mormon Bible demand their 
compliance ns much as ours, and for ought I 
know are just as consistent. for I don't think 
Brigham Young can out-do old king Solomon 
for polygamy if he tries, and the Bible god 
pronounced hinf to be the wisest man that 
ever lived, or tbat ever would live, with his 
seven hundred wives and three hundred con- 
cubibes. Now, there are strenuous efforts be- 
ing made by the churoh and clergy to get this 
same religion engrafted into our United States 
Constitution, and so legalized -as to make it 
the only true religion, und God as the source 
of all authority and ruleramong the nations, 
and his revealed will as of supreme authority. 
A religion that can not stand upon its own 
merits without being legalized, Ought to fall. 
That there is, as the Bible represents, an after- 
life to which we are destined, either to a locat- 
ed heaven or hell, is contrary to all scientific 


my nature. Nothing could be more cruel 
than to suppose tirat our dearest frienda were 
doomed for one day (say nothing of rien 
to welter and struggle in that lake of fire an 
brimstone, while eternal ages roll their round. 
Who but a Bible Christian, believing such 
doctrine, would not become a raving maniac? 
That God should bring into existence the hu- 
mau family ig 5 all their natural propensities, 
and then he himself commits ail the crime 
and murder chargeable to hi one, in the 
Bible given by him to us as an itfalible guide, 
then dooins re ao of his children (that 
never will see or kirow anything of that Bible) 
to that bottomless pit,—hell, for committing 
much less crime than he himself committed, 
ів a cruel and strabge doctrine to me. If God 
did, as it is said, destroy the whole human 
race by flood; with the exception of one fam- 
ily, I know of no greater crime that could be 
committed. If an earthly parent here should 
practice upon his children the same rule of 
justice, which in the Bible is urged upon us as 
the only infallible guide, he would be nothin 
but a fit subject forthe gallows. I have hear 
members gf the church to which I belonged 
for many years, say they could enjoy heaven 
all the, better to know God was so just as to 
send tKelr own children to hell! While I abhor 
and Uetest such doctrine, yet it is most horri- 
ble and sickening to think of it for a moment. 
If there ів any one thing in my whole life 
which I ought to be thankful for, it is that I 
have lived to — — the selfish, sectarian, 
bigoted, Bible theology, the most inconsistent 
theory we could pe ly conceive. 

Now, аз there is much said in regard to 
Spiritualism, free-love, etċ., etc., I hope we, 
as a little band, may set good examples before 
the world and not preach what we are asham- 
ed to practice, do by others as we would 
others should do by us, and all. will be well.

(8t. Louis) of the Spiritual Investigators last 
| evening to listen to a lecture from E V. Wil- 
|| son, of the editorial staf of the Re.iGro-Puty-

An important question of the day is, What 
is inspiration?

Unfortunately, 
however, it is given ih such & manner that the 
people are, in opinion as to what that will is,, 
widely apart and of endless shades, therefore’ 
its truth may well be questioned. 

Another growing class hold that a persons) 
Infinite and Omnipresent Being is nn imposst- 
bility, therefore must be a principle of nature, 
an unchangeable law, and, of course, can not 
be set agide or violated, По what we may, 
whether in harmony with what is called goed 
or not, we come undér this law, for law is 
every Where—ave cam not escape it; or in the 
language of enother, '“Тһеге is not а particle 
of matter in existence that is not alive and 
active, constantly undergoing change, and that 
change is progress from a lower to a higher 
condition." 

However paradoxical it may seem, this law 
of unvarying change is unchangeable, snd like 
progress, eternal. Spirit being a principle of 
nature, is also omnipresent and its power is 
everywhere felt—the higher and stronger con- 
trolling the lower and weaker—tbe latter 
being negative to the former, Inspiration, 
therefore, being universal, can mot be con- 
fined to time or space. А specific amount of 
its power may be concentrated or compound. 
ed by spirit bands, and often is, for special 
purposes, 

This being founded on immutable laws, 
must be scientific and worthy our acceptation. 
No one can dispute that the Bible is a history 
of the Jews. One reason why it is called the Boo 
of Books, is ita many wise sayings ard beauti- 
ful maxims of their own, and that of other 
nations woven into it; but its chief value lies 
in the Spiritualism that crops out in some of 
its phases all through it. Aside from this, it 
would be a matter of only ordinary interest, 
а mere history of the religion, wars, kings, 
prophets, etc., of s haughty, self conceited, | = 
cruel, hypocritical and mean people, deapised 
by all other nations, and finally, on accourt of 
their wickedness and corruption overwhelmed 
and scattered. That we inherited their religion 
and traditions was our misfortune, and we are 
yet to be saved from its thrsldom by Ше pres- 
ent coming, in great power, of Christ with an 
innumerable band of spirite. 

It seems а mistake in binding together the 
two books and. making them both authori- 
tative, one retaliatory and the other kind and 
forgiving in spirit. It is like putting new 
cloth into old garments to be rent asunder. A 
divorce, doubtless, will sometime be made. 

Christ did not fully indorse Moses nor should 
we. Both the principles and character of the 
latter, in some respects, were at fault. Al- 
though the Jewish government was theocratic 
and unitarian, their God, Moses' God, who 
was lender ofen bandz and aboye other Gods, 
probably the spirit-father of Abraham, was 
sensual and of low order, and commanded 
many things cruel and revengeful, calculated 
to shock the moral sense of the people of this 
age. These spirits called Gods were as ignor- 
ant and unprogressed, proportionutely as the 
people; yet, of course, greatly superior to them 
in knowledge as a_class. This higher God 
whom Moses consulted in his private temple, 
was jealous of the lesser ones who sometimes 
clashed with him, whereupon Moses forbade 
their having farther communications under 
ponalty of death. 

From the era of Moses to thet of Jesus, great 
progress sceme to have been made in both 
contiguous worlds, and also since the days of 
Jesus to the present. Whether or not the 
spirit-father of Abraham controlled the me- 
dium Moses, we have spirit testimony that 
Confucius, leader of an association, controlled 
him, which appears probable, яз be taught the 
Golden Rule and power of love while in earth- 
life. There ougbt, not to exist a doubt that 
Jesus is at the head of a powerful band now, 
as the tests he gave of bis reappearance is full 
proof of it, being literally fulfilled daily. A 
certain class are so critical as to insi$t on n 
literal fulfillmentof prophecies by him, who 
spoke so constantly in allegories—still expect.

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of perfect physical health. It is to beregretted 
that the coroner did not do his duty promptly, 
and, by в thorough investigation, ascertain 
whether the girl was poisoned or not. 

"The examination of this late day reveals 
the fact that the remains have been steadily 
undergoing the process of decay, and are now 
but в putrid mass, emitting «fearful stench. 
This should be enough to satisfy the most 
ardent Spiritualist that the body can never re- 
turn to life. Still the family refuse to bé Con: 
vinced, and announce their purpose to keep 
the remains unburied for six months.” 

That Miss Bonney is absolutely dead, no one 
who visits her doubts. Yet that, even, was 
strictly in accordance with her prediction, for 
she had positively stated, that ‘‘when the soul 
had entirely separated from the body the house 
would be shaken violently, which prediction 
was fully realized by those in attendance. The 
Rochester Union and Advertiser says, “A 
physicivn from, this city—nota believer in 
Spiritualism—visited Avon yesterday, snd 
made an examination of the body, as һе bad 
dome before. He was not allowed to touch the 
body, but mereiy to look at it, as it was one of 
the conditione of the ‘going out,’ that no hand 
should be brought in contact with it. This 
condition bas beer conscientiously lived up to 
by her attendants, The physician states that, 
in his opinion, the woman is positively dead, 
and it ia an utter impossibility for life to be 
brought back into the body. 

"Since his last examination, about a week 
‘ago, there bad no material change taken place 
in the appearance of the corpse. He noticed, 
however, a slight ring about the eyes, which 
wasa little lighter in color than the rest of the 
body. This he accounts for by saying that it 
ія a perfectly natural result of the sinking of 

“the eyes, They at first and for some time 
protruded slightly from the head, such as it 
was predicted, would take place, but 
have nov sunk somewhat, which gives that 
appearance about the eyes so often seen in a 
corpse.

manifestations have taken place, we have had 
gtrict injunctions not to grasp the hand of the 
spirit. What would have been the effect on 
the circle or medium if this injunction had 
been neglected—A. It might have been 
fatal. he possibility is that the sympathy 
between the medium and this constructed 
body would be so great, that by interfering 
with it you might strike & vital part of the 
medium's body. Certainly illness would 
ensue; for every fibre and atom of that spirit- 
ual body is in direct sympathy with the 
medium's nervous system, and nothing is so 
potent as the nervous-system to sílect and 
overthrow life and reason. Hence you are re- 
quested not to interfere; because nny direct 
magnetism from your bodies to that of the 
Spirit so organized, which is infinitely тоге 
sensitive than the finest vibrations of sense 
you know of, would produce most disastros 
тонги upon the medium, perhaps upon your- 
self. Ы 

Q. 2.—In very many cases, the materialized 
body or body formed, on coming into the 
room, solicits the touch, and the hand of the 
apirit is often held and taken by some of the 
visitors. Does that affect the medium in- 
juriously*—4A. It does not; because it із by 
special preparation, А certain preparation by 
Lhe spirit is always necessary when the body 
of the materialized spirit may be touched, 
The medium, is shielded, so that there may 
not be any wrong done. When the engineer 
intends his engine to go straight ahead, he 
sets it in motion in that direction; if any ob- 
stacle comes in the way, it produces n collision 
which is disastrous. А spiritual motion or 
spiritual form is each for a certain purpose, 
for a certain range of manifestations, and if it 
is set to work in that direction the spirit desires 
that intention to be fulfilled. If anything 
comes in contact with it, disastrous results 
ensue. If the spirit arranges beforehand, it is 
like the engineer, slways ready to reverse his 
engine. 

Q. :.—I believe solid bodies pass through- 
solid bodies. Now, why do they manifest 
that power? It does not appear to be a spirit- 
ual oné—4A. At another. place we have 
answered the question. | We will repeat the 
answer. That all seemingly solid bodies are 
not solid, you are aware. There is between 
every atom of every solid substance and every 
other atom a certain amount of space, and 
there is also a ditlerence in the conggruction of 
so-called solid bodies. The human bedy and 
the piece of -wood are both considered solid 
substances; yet they are not equally solic, nor 
are they absolutely solld. The fibres of which 
the wood is composed are capable of being 
separated, as you are aware if you apply & 
wedge and hammer. Now, a sutlleiently rapid 
separation of these atoms, and a sufficiently 
rapid rejoining of them, produces the same 
eflect as though there had been no separation; 
so that if the human body can be passed 
through the wall, and if the separation and 
reunition of that wall take place before the 
atoms have had -time to lose their mutual at- 
traction, it is as if no separation hud occurred. 
If you cut your hand and instantly reunite the 
flesh before the atoms have forgotten their 
vital attraction, the parts immediately 
join again, So the spirit can dismember 
the fibres of & coat, for instance, and remove 
it from the urms of а medium by in- 
stantaneously joining the fibres It is 


equivalent to no separation having taken place.“ 


Of course no two atoms of solid matter cun oc- 
cupy the sume place at the sume time; one or 
the otber must give way. But the manifesta- 
tion named can be done by the subtile element 
of spiritual control so rapidly and ingeniously 
that you can not see the operation, you only 
see the result. * 

Q 4.—You have said that when the spirit- 
forin is visible, it is in consequence of being 
clothed with the atomic aura. Now this aura 
is invisiblé to the material eye. Will you tell 
us how it is that it is visible when made into 
the form of a spirit? А. An ultimate particle 
or stom is invisible when alone, but when 
there id а visible number they are visible. It 
perbapátakes an infinite number of atoms to 
make a speck large enough for the eye to see. 
There is no atmosphere visible to you in this 
room; if, however, you admit a ray of sun- 
light, you will see an infinito number of little 
molecules floating about in the uir that before 
were invisible. Now the spirit condenses 
these molecules a: d makes them visible to the 
eye. 
"0. 5.—Some persons say that when sitting in 
the spirit-circle they can control the move- 
ments of a table, во аз to give forth any an- 
swer they please. Does the spirit controlling 
the manifestations allow itself to be influenced 
by him, or would you consider this to be the 
result of tho sitter's mind, or is he mistaken’ 
A. We would like to have the person prove 
that he can do во. We have never discovered 
а person who can во control the manifesta- 
tions. II во, he must be in direct sympathy 
with the controlling spirit, and, therefore an- 
ticipate the answers the ‚вру. would give. 
But we have yet to learn that any person can 
so control tbe.angwers. - 

Q 6.—A ledy tells me that some twelve 

ears ago she lost her grandmother, who had 
Dien ae it were her parent. 'The day she lost 
her dma she saw her crossing & field, 
though she had not seen her for some days, 
She called attention to the fact to a compan- 
ion, but who saw nothing.

Courts of Conciliation. 


— ^ 
A NEW MOVEMENT 7 
At the Seventh Annus! Meeting of the 


Pennsylvania Peace Society, oft which the 
venerable Lucretia Mott i$ President, beld in 
this city, J Murray Spear presented the fol 
lowing paper on the establishment of Courts 
of Conciliation, It certainly contains sug 
gestions worth the careful consiteration уо! 
thoughtful and benevolent persons 

To some extent one Clase of persons live, 
thrive and grow rith on the follies, crimes, 
diseases of others. 

Often this may be seen in. the workings of 
what pertains to so called courts of justice. 
Two persons are in dispute, and in the beat 
of passion they rush into litigation. Know- 
ing almost nothing ‘of law, less of the practice 
of the court, they each employ persons to ack 
in their behalf, tbe counsel. retzined may not 
have the least interest in the case as such, or 
in the persons by whom they are engaged, 
but both hope by their etlorta to secure wealth, 
or what may be of more value, fame. A case 
taken into court may be continued for months, 
and perhaps from year to усаг. The expenses 
of litigation are very great in this country but 
are not sò heavy ss in England. Ordinarily it 
is the interest of lawyers to. have cases con- 
tinued when the parties in dispute can pay 
handsomely for services rendered; but what 
seek tribu- 
nals’ 

May it not in truth be said that what is 
usually called justice is sold to the highest 
bidder! When Horne Tooke was told the 
courts were open, he replied “So is the London 
Tavern." Persons may enter one as well as 
the other, get what they wish if they have the 
means to purchase. The Modocs were tried 
by à military court, convicted as everybody 
knew they would be, nnd were speedily execu- 
fed in the presence of tive hundred of them in 
number; their wives and helpless children be- 
ing compelled to witness the awful- spectacle 
of the execution of their husbands and fathers, 
but these ignorant savages, per in purse are 
of little account in the eyes of our civilization. 
The friends of pesce did what they could*in 
their behalf, but they are only a handful in 
this great nation. 

The present system of litigation is further 
open to objection not only on aecount of its 
созі and the consequent advantages the 
wealthy and the educated classes have over 
the poorer and ignorant, but it lacks the love 
element which serves to quiet, subdues the 

assions, conciliates, and in fact is the might- 
est power in the moral world. An apostle 
said, ‘God is in Christ reconciling the world 
unto himself, not imputing unto a Og e 
trespasees; und bath committed unto/ua the 
Ministry of reconciliation.” It is safe that 
they who love truth and justice gnd-peace, arg 
reconciled to God and act in Кошо with 
the Divine will. Ours is a reconciliation so- 
ciety.. We preach peace to them, who are 
afar atl, and to them who are neaz by." 

There is yet another objection to the courts 
of our time—they lack the gentle, considerate, 
matronly counsel and religious influence of 
women. Purely masculine as they are, how 
can they wisely judge of the,needa, temptations 

nd trials of women? It is of little use to be- 
seech individuals от communities to cease to 
do evil unless we can teach them how to do 
well. Whatthen, it will be asked, is pro- 
posed to be done? Perhaps not much should 
be attempted in the outset. Great and radical 
changes should not be hastily undertaken. A 
prophet wisely said, “һе that believeth shall 
not make haste.” There must be ample time 
for the ideal to grow with the actual, the ab- 
stract to the concrete. Much may be done „in 
the settlement of disputes by arbitration, as 
has been conclusively shown in the recent 
action of England and America. While it is 
the main purpose of the Penn#ylvania Peace So- 
ciety to teach the world to settle national dis- 
putes, it cheerfully does what it can to pro- 
mote peace, in families, neighborhoods, and in 
wider circles. The Universal peace Union, of 
which this Society is a branch, havo agents at 
work, who have made it their business: to set- 
tle family, neighborhood and “other utes, 
and their efforts have been as successful as 


to settle disputes before legal

Those of us who were among the first tory 
press our opposition tu tbe “new departure. 
have waited long and anxiously for that gen- 
eral awakening of Spiritualists, which should 
enable them to see tne perverted use that was 
being made of the name and organizations of 
Spiritualism. The increasing murmur of pub- 
lic opinion, the earnest protests of many cor- 
respondents of the Јоскхат,, and the flagrant 
oflensiveness of the new departurisis at their 
late meetings and nt the Chicago Convention, 

» all indicate that such an awakening bas taken 
lace. 
н We hail the earnest protest—the minority 
` report of Judge Holbrook and his co-workers, 
as the dawn of a brighter and better day. It 
ів to be hoped that Spiritualists, às a whole, 
will not only protest against having the bea. 
tiful and consoling philosophy of Spiritual- 
ism appropriated to base and unhallowed pur: 
poses, but that they will also act with both 
energy and concentrated judgment, in saving 
Spiritualism from becoming a wreck among 
the breakers of false philosophy and impure 
„ Morals. 

I do not propose to review the olfensive de- 
tails of this subject, because that has been 
earnestly done, but I would say that Spiritual- 
ists in this locality are, with only two or three 
exceptions, firm opposers of the new departure 
theories, and staunch advocates of a Spiritual- 
ism that recognizes virtue as a moral obliga- 
tion, which we all owe to óurselvés and to the 
world of humanity around us. 

To protest is eusy, but to unite upon the 
condition of reform is far more difficult. “I 
very much like the last clause of the minority 
report, which proposes a restrictive limitation 
to Spirituslism proper. Unquestionably it is 
just what is needed, to prevent а recurrence 
similar to the offensive leadership which has 
assumed present organizations and dedicated 
them to the most corrupting theories that ever 
disgraced humanity. This experience warns 
us not to build after the manner of the associa- 
tions now in existence. 

The important qaestion of method now 
comes up. Аз; protestant, or protesting 
Spiritualists, what points can we agree upon: 
The minority report recommends that а call 
be made for a National Convention for 
the purpose of forming a National Spiritual 
Association.” 

In the past, many have objected to organiza- 
tion, but the order of things which we now 
wish to oppose and cotinteract, is already or- 
ganized, standing shoulder to shoulder, and 
fully equipped to carry their institution“ 
into new territory. We, therefore, can not 
fail to see that the opposite course leaves our 
cause at the disposal of those who laek practi- 
cal sagacity and well balanced faculties, while 
they at the same time thirst for leadership and 
usurp a dictatorship over the public activities 
of Spiritualis : 

Looking hogfefally forward to the action of 

such a convogtion as is proposed, | venture 
to ask whether the proposition is fof а mass 
convention or a delega nventiony If it 
should be а delegate convention the number“ 
of members will of course de so much more. 
limited, that it would seem desirable to im- 
prove upon the former method wherein socie- 
ties have sent delegates, but without giving 
them any instructiong to assist them in carry: 
ing out the wishes of the majority: In such 
cases the action of the delegates was based 
upon and entitled to the weight of individual 
opinion only. Itisto be hoped that our so- 
cieties will in the future feel it their privilege 
and obligatory upon them, to take such action 
as will represent their numbers and the opin- 
ions ofthe majority through their delegates, 
If we are to have a new and spiritual organi- 
zation, it must necessarily be on a basis alike 
&cceptable to morality and reason. While it 
should be definite enough to exclude the cor. 
rupting elements which have given odium to 
the deceased American Association," will it 
not in the future, need the power to purify 
itself of those who may corrupt and disgrace 
it+—Speculative beliefs need not be uniform 
or limited; but the law of buman nature de- 
fines morality and purity, therefore they can 
“not be matters of indifference tous. The le- 
gitimate work of a Harmonial Philosophy is 
to direct and assist, not to ignore or eradicste 
the moral sentiment. — The-th that free. 
dam requires opportunity for-fawlessness, is 
false and pernicious to an extent which battles 
expression. à 

If Spiritualists can not unite on а platform 
that contains a moral plank, ‘then it will be 
useless to claim Spiritualism as a religion, and 
we may, in that case, very properly lower the 
sails o IM tidings" which we have with 80 
much enthusiasm and exultation thrown to the 


breeze. We may as well ponder tbe question 
whother „glaring immorality and criminality 
shall y bar to membership in our Spirit- 


ualist societies’ In the dead and dying socie- 
ties the payment of one dollar yearly has been 
.the only qualification for membership. [s it at 
all surprising that Spiritualism is in bad odor, 
when morality and virtue have been ignored 
as matters to be accepted or rejected at pleas- 
ure, and tbe all-absorbing dollar made the only 
test of fitness for participation in the visible 
work of Spiritualism’ We сап: hardly con- 
ceive how апу society, however beautiful its 
philosuphy of morals might be, could keep 
itself in à desirable or influential condition, if 
all its unruly members were, as co-workers, 
retained in full fellowship and equal, or, as is 
often the case, greater prominence than those 
whose lives best express the principles of the 
society. We must at least confess that a so- 
clety which does not define itself at all, is 
liable to be defined variously and ofter un- 
wisely by those who take it upon themselves to 
be its representatives. If organization upon a 
specified moral basis, does not meet the ap- 
8 of the more radical Spiritualists, we 
ave at least seen the folly of organizing the 
cautious, reflectipg and moral element, of so- 
ciety, into one y, with the impulsive, fa- 
natical, indiscreet, and immoral element, with- 
out making any specification regarding the 
basis of that alliance. * 

Are there not two ways of crushing truth— 
two ways of shutting off the inspirations of 
the higher spheres; one the limitations of 
creeds, the other the irrational license that in 

the name of freedom defies truth, decency and 
morality? Can aSpiritualism which embraces 
a moral ‘requirement, be Ei expressed ex- 
cept by giving that requ ment à public rec- 


Sfwition in our basis of organization? A 
Spiritualism which ignores our m bliga- 
tions, we.can not afford to foster or pt. 


We are endeavoring to shake ofi ull association

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In the past, it has transpired that those who 
refused to he committed to any specified basis 
of thought or action, have accepted the yoke 
of leadersbip as submissively as the most de: 
vout sectarian. That yoke we bave found too 
beavy and too grievous to be borne. The 
proposition (contained in the minority protest) 
that the extent of the forbearance and liberali- 
ty of our organization, shall be decided by the 
vote,of two thirds of the members thereof 
duly assembled, seems a wise and just provi 
sion; and would doubtless obviate a dissatis- 
faction such as most of us have at some time 
felt in being obliged to see the time of large 
meetings consumed on subjects that were agree- 
able to very few except the speakers 

We must be aware that the most impulsive 
aud fanatical mind is the most receptive to 
error, and at the same time the most enthu- 
siastic declaimer of its opinions, therefore an 
absolutely free platform can nol express the 
views of the majority, as fully us a platform 
on which there is a méasure of restriction 
consented to by the majority, and which the 
majority basa discretionary power of waiv- 
ing. 

The present eltort being to counteract the 
eflect of too much license, may possibly in 
some points need what would seem like в near 
approach to stringency, in order to prove it- 
self adisinfectant powerful enough to bring 
the cause of Spiritualism back to bealthy con- 
ditions. Our sense of rizht- has been so out- 
raged, that so fur as I have conversed with 
Spiritualists upon the subject, I think them 
more ready to organize upon s definite than 
an indefinite basis; that is upon a basis of 
moderate and reasonable limitation. If we 
can not agree upon u mutually acceptable 
basis for national organization; or if the cx- 
pense of attending а national convention in 
any considerable numbers should prevent its 
consummation, it is quite possible that we 
might, at least for the present, ugree upon a 
national committee to act as receivers, pre- 
servers and (if*so decided) as publishers of in- 
formation, and о! our ‘reports,’ while we prose: 
cute the work of reformation by organizing 
our loea] societies; each society organizing 
on the best and most reformatory basig that is 
practicable in its particular locality. The 
basis of these organizations reported to a 
tional committee, (and if preferable through 
State committees in each State) the average 
basis of all the organizations would give a 
pretty fair expression of the will of the majori. 
ty of Spiritualists. 

The spirit of the article by A. J. Davis, in 
the Jounxal, of Oct. 4th, indicates what 
seems a wise policy, if applied to this move- 
ment, Its admonition is not to be in haste for 
large numbers, but to build on а sure founda 
tion of right, trusting tothe omnipotence of 
just principles, for the strength, future num- 

rs, comeliness, and acceptability of our so- 
cieties, which are to be the visible body, of 
Spiritualism. We could not wish to be ever- 
religious with anything similar to dogmatic 
piety; but we have as much right 
for, morality, as any sect of re 
may not unwavering fidelity rinciples be 
deemed the test of a truly Hatmonial Philoso- 
phy. 4 
I do not express these- (ifopights in the ex- 
pectation that they will ће used аз finalities, 
but simply thapa them out as suggestions, to 
awaken and out the views of others on 
the same, or similar points, that we may see 
where the majority stand, and what type of 
organization will be likely to find countenance 
(гош the majority of Spiritualists. д

Bro. JoNES:—Up to the time of reading the 
report of the late convention of polygamic 
Spiritualists, held in Chicago, where they 
"took themselves clean out of Splritunlism," I 
had entertained some feelings of respect for 
them in the opinians they held, believing that 
they, or at least mny of them, were honest 
and sincere in their propagation. But 
since that convention, and the manner it 
treated the protest of that honest, faithful and 
pure minded minority, esci. ean all debate 
on the subject, and treating the opposers to 
the usual rehash of slang, jstereo!yped by 
Woodhull & Claflin's Weekly, all'my feelings of 
respect are gone, and it now appears to me 
that, instead of advocating in their peculiar 
doctrines what they believe to be higher and 
better principles of life and progress, they 
rather seek to degradé Spiritualists and the 
world to their own plane of lust, and assume the 
garb of inspiration and the influence of Spir- 
itualism in its national organic form, to ac- 
complish their foul purpose by. Not only 
their shrinking from an open field and a fair in- 
vestigation, convinces me of this, but I can 
more readily believe that men and women in 
this enlightened age, and educated as these 
leaders have been, who will foist and &d«ocate 
doctrines and practices before the world, во 
at variance with the maral, social aud s»irit- 
ual sense, not only of this, but every civilized 
and most of the barbarous nations and tribes 
of earth, are downright dishonest, depraved, 
and willing to live in their passional and ani- 
mal natures, than that they are unconsciously 
80 much mistaken in their views. That is to 
say, I have less confidence in their integrity 
than I have in their intelligence. 

But enough of this. Were it not for the 
peculiar situation in which Spiritualists dre 
placed in regard to them and their movements, 
I would say, let the whole matter alone, and 
let them, with their doctrines, as soon аз 


possible find the deep oblivion to which they 


are hastening,-and perpetuate mot their dis- 
grace by either requiem or epitaph. But this 
can not be. They hold still in the public 
mind, а relation to Spiritualism that can not 
be ignored, arid of which the public can be 
disabused in one way and one way only; and 
that is by a distinct and separate organization, 
in the constitution of which there shall be a 
total disavowal of polygamy in all its forms. 
It should totally repudiate the action of_the 
Universal Association of. Spiritualists and ig- 
nore the society itself, and, in its declaration 
to the world, give distinctly as a reason for 
this action, that said lety has taken itself 
"clean out of Spiritoafam," by adopting and 
advocating вз its chief corner stone, princi- 
leg and practices of life inimical to the 
highest interests of individuals, families and 
society, and totally opposed to pro and 
reform. This will at once relieye the -public 
mind of its fears and suspicions of true Spir- 
itualism, place its advocates in their true 
light before the world, restore the confidence 
of the community at large, and elicit the re: 
It will also leave the new

1 am and have been for years well aware of 
the fact enunciated of lute so frequently by 
others, that we sball find our rank and file 
rapidly recruited bv men and women of

Ав regards the time and place of holding 
such convention, there will necessarily be a 
variety of differing sentiments and opinions, 
and my mind will only be one of the many. 
yet I would suggest that be as early in the 
Summer of 1574 ня practicable—say sometime 
in the month of June [am aware that Spir- 
itualists aré tired of traveling long distances, 
paying railroad fare, hotel bille, and lastly, 
high rent for halls to attend conventions, and 
comparatively few sre able to endure the- ex- 
pense. Large central cities have been selected 
as places of holding these meetings, chictly, I 
presume, on account of their greater facilities 
for the accommodation of delegates. This, I 
think is doubtful economy at least, for board 
bills in the cities are not only higher, but Hall 
rent proportionally higher also Any town of 
8,000 to 10 000 inhabitants, if proper arrange 
ments are made beforehand, can be made to 
accommodate the few hundred Jelegates who 
may compose and conduct n national conven- 
tion, and at cheaper rates for board than can 
be obtained in the cities 

In regard to a hall, L have this to say, that 
myself and a few others in this vicinity, intend, 
another year, to possess ourselves of а tent for 
holdiog meerings, of suitable dimensions to 
seat 1 500 to 2000 people, the free use of 
which I will profler fura National Convention, 
al any point between New York and Chicago, 
provided the convention will pay simply its 
transpo'ta'ion from Hornellsville, X Y., to 
and from the place of meeting, which wil! be 
but a trifle. 

There sre many towns in this State that are 
important railroad centers, as Corning, Hor- 
nellaville, Elmira, or Avon with its large 
hotel accommodations, used as cures and 
places of Suminer resort. With few guests be- 
fore the first of July, there coujd be accom 
modnted, probably five or six hiyndred. people, 
at such convention, and at low sate for board. 
“it is easy of access from fout directions by 
railway, and, probably no place in the State 
olfers better facilities tham thts I throw 
these out ns suggestions Jay, having no 
choice myself when or wheze the convention 
is held, so itis held, and the wreat body of 
Spiritualists placed in their true light before the 
world,and the world made tà know and see 
that we fully believe nnd clain* that the Wood- 
hull inspiration respecting the social reform 
comes from the base brain of those who advo- 
cate it, and finds its expression in thejr animal 
natures, and not from the Spirit-worldy whose 
breathingë to-us have ever been those ofTürity 
and fidelity.

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MR. LINCOLN'S RELIGION.

A Feeble Wail from the Capital. 
{From the Warhingtos Chronicle. | 


There is no class of fanatics so illiberal, un- 
just, and egotistical as those who think the 
particular religion that they profeag is the only 
doctrine that is true and good, and that the 
rest of the world who believe something else 
are wicked “and hypocritical. They do not 
hesitate, in defending their own peculiar 
views, to defame the living and desecrate the 
dead. The late President Lincoln is just ngw 
the subject of some of these over-righteous 
discussions. Eminent, during a long and event- 
ful life, for his kindness of heart and his gan- 
erous sympathy for the opinions of all men of 
whatever station in life, President Lincoln 
listened to the discussions upon religious sub- 
jects that were forced ipon him even by 
zealots with patient politeness, and becauee he 
did not combat them; however extravagant, 
euch опе so honored is now clamoring before 
the public to be recognized as the representa- 
tive of the late president s personal views on 
the subject Hence, the contradictory nsser- 
tions that he was an atheish, an intidel, ortho- 
dox, or disbeliever, асаогдіп to each one's 
own peculiar faith. The public must have 
grown sickened of this senseless twaddle; and 
yet it seems to ba increasing, the Inst exhibi- 
tion being that of the Rev. Robert Collyer, of 
Chicago, who rushes into print to retail some 
private conversation of Mr. Lincoln with two 
gentlemen—one dead and the other living; and 
with becoming modesty he says he does not 
care what others call him, I call him a be- 
liever, so fur, of the truest type.“ Unequaled 
modesty! That settles the controversy! What 
Collyer should "call him," after hearing a 
second hand conversation between Mr. Lincoln 
and two other men, must be final! The Rev 
Mr. Collyer's friends ought to be proud of 
such a manifestations ofepersonal consequence 
if not of his familiarity with the laws of evid- 
ence. 

History will littlerekcon what were President 
Lincoln's reiigious views. The nation, to 
whom his name and memory are dear, care 
nothing for what he may have said to pre- 
sumptuous religious zealots, or what such re- 
ligious zealots may have said to bim. The 
people of this great land of ours who fondly 
cherish the recollection of the acts of kindness 
of him, who, ‘with malice toward none and 
charity for all," devoted his life to the inter- 
ests of mankind, will care little for his sec- 
tarian views of religion. His great heart of 
sympathy for,all mankind has won the love of 
the millfons, who have no anxiety as to wheth- 
er his opinions were heresy or orthodox, 
measured by the standard of reiigioys bigots. 
That he had faith in the great principles of 
Christianlty, that he exemplified them in his 
life; that he taught them in his family; that he 
impressed them on his children are facts es- 
tablished beyond cavil or question. He wus 
too large of heart and of brain; and too gener- 
ous and liberal to stoop to contest these little 
insignificant questions, in which small, illiber- 
al men flourish; Аш while Mr. Lincoln's name 
or fame can neither be distugbed or affected by 
these puerile attacks, still it is due his memory 
&nd his life that the public be spared the 
alliction of such vain, egotistical wrangling 


that has no other object than to bring the 


parties themselves prominently before the 

"public, without caring how it may affect Mr. 

Lincolr's reputation. ^

Mr. Lincoln Not a Christian 
Taylor's Opinion, 


By your permission, I will show thee mine 
Opinion.” Mr. Lincoln was not a Christian, 1 
think, if to be a Christian means to believe 
what orthodoxy defines as Christianity; or 
even what Mr. Channing, or Theodore Parker, 
or Robert Collyer would define as Christianity. 
This, however, I know of Mr. Lincoln, per- 
sonally, namely, that he had much less repug- 
nance to the views of Channing and Parker 
than be bad to Calvin and Wesley: yet to say 
he found, through reading Channing and 
Parker, tbe foundation stone of what is claim- 
ed to be Christianity, viz: A belief in a per- 
sonal God, such as is set out in the Hebrew 
and Chiristian scriptures—a belief in Jesus 
Christ— as anything more than man;—in the 
Holy Spirit as emanating from God the Fath- 
er;—a belief in the iusptrátion of the bible—a 
coming Judgment, etc. is saying more than 
the facts in the case warrant. 

Mr. Lincoln was not in any technical sense a 
Christian, but a pure ‘rationalist or naturalist, 
not in the scientific, зоџве, —во much,—and 
yet scientific, for he Jooked at government 
politica, religion, everything from a scientific 
Btand-point, more or less. 1 
was natural in relig ‚ but rejected the super” 
natural wholly. But tbe strongest possible 
evidence in my mind that Mr. Lincoln was not 
a Christian in even the sense deüned by Mr. 
Collyer, or Mr. Channing, ів шу certain 
knowledge that he was a Spiritualist,—'' secretly 
for fear of the Jesus'"(*) Christians—rather. 
But Spiritualism is not Christianity, as ex- 

unded by any advocate of the Christian sys- 

, and hever can be, at least till creedal dog- 
matism is annihilated. Nor is Spiritualism a 
religion at all, —but what there is of it, that is 
true, and there is doubtless a mighty deal of it 
spurious—but we say what there ig of it, that 
is true, is simpiy a fact; and that is what Mr. 
Lincoln accepted, not as the miraculous or 
supernatural, but simply as fact in nature. 
Hence I call him в naturalist. 

As to the evidence of this claim, I will put 
on the witness stand Dr. McGrew, of Bloom- 
ington, III., who testifies that he has bet 
with him in spiritual circles more than twenty 
times." If this does not восе, - and it should 
be requie by any Christian man or minister, 
—I will corroborate the statement of Dr. Mc- 
Grew by the testimony of a dozen other men, 
and that these consultations of the ''occult 
forces" and unseen powers were conducted be- 
fore and after he went to Washington as presi- 
dent of the nation.

You- 
mans, Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, all 
of whose productions our Southern youth sre 
reading in the Northern magazines. [tis well 
enough, we think, for them to be informed 
what sort of literature they are encouraging 

There were ales letters read from Charles 
Bradlaugh, the English radical, now in this 
country, and from Gerrit Smith of old aboli- 
tion memory, Judge Hoadly, of Cincinnati, 
William Lloyd Garrison, and even old Peter 
Cooper himself, 

On the third and last day of this remarkable

It is well nigh needless to add tbat despite 
such attestation and the plenitude of details, 
the report was received with considerable de- 
rision and incredulity ; but notwithstand- 
ing з probable repetition of such ridicule, 
and in- full anticipation of the utmost 
Bkepticism, the undersig deem it ap 
their duty to give publicity to the followin 
facts, not only on account of their essentia 
strangeness, but becauye of the corroboration 
they afford to the urrence of two years 
ago, thus briefly recalled to notice. We

RECOHD OF A SEANCE 


Held without pre-arrangement ог appoint- 
ment in the stting-room of Mr. Guppy's 
hopee,.1 Moreland Villas, Highbury, on the 
nicht of Nov. 24, 1873, commencing at ten 
minutes to ten o'clock : present Mr. and Mrs. 
Guppy, and eight visitors, as follows: Col. 
Greck, Mr. and Mra. Fisker, Messrs. 
Proszynski, Volckman and Larkam, also a 
lady and gentleman (husband and wife), who 
for private and commercial reasons wish their 
names suppressed, and who, for the purpose 
of this communicatiun, will be named Mr. 
and Mra. Blank. After the-door of the sitting- 
room had been locked on the inside, the key 
being left in the lock, and after the room had 
been further secured and darkened by the 
closing and fastening of the wiudows and 
shutters thereof, directions were received Рр 
raps to change the positions of the sitters (all 
of whom were seated around the table, each 
touching his or her neighbor's hands), and to 
thoroughly close the curtains above the shut- 
ters.

professional mediums in any sensc- while Mr. 
Парк not only makes no pretensions to me- 
drünisnip, 8o-calféd, but is notorious amongst 
his friends нч a great skeptic concerning the 
phenomena so frequently alleged to be of 
spiritual origin. 

It is worthy of notice in this connection

Tue theory that Mr. Blank has himself 
para & practical joke, snd duped several 
ong kno wn friends, will doubtless be raised 
by many of your readers, We therefore urge 
attention to such further particulars as will 
aid those whose minds take that direction. 
First, then, on any theory of десериой by 
Mr. Blank, (and apart from his emphatic dis- 
claimer of trickery,) we would assert his ab- 
solute necessity fur accomplices both inside 
and outside of the room, as indispensable to 
the successful performance of auch a conjur- 
ing feat. For in an incredibly sbort space of 
time he must have eluded the adjoining sitters, 
have got out of the totally dark room without 
allowing а ray of light to enter, have relocked 
the door, leaving the key in the lock upon the 
inside, and have replaced the cloth inside at 
the fout of the door. Во far, however, as ac- 
complices inside of the room are concerned, 
we fur ourselves entirely reject that explana- 
tion. All the sitters in question are well 
known to each other and to. Mr. Blank, and 
have frequently Bat in seances before, together 
and with other visitors; we ore thoroughly as- 
sured of each other's good faith, and can an- 
swer the one for the other—hànd for Mrs 
Blank—as not having during the sitting for a 
moment quitted thetable—which was nine or 
ten feet from the door. In regard tu the out- 
side of the room we have the testimony of 
Mrs: Guppy's servants, immediately sought

Chríatiaffs who discredit the phenomena of 
Spifitualism, by declaring mediums to be 
humbugs, and Spiritualists credulous 
fools, ask us to believe that the ineffable crea- 
tor of the countless millions of worlds, begot 
а воп by a Jewish virgin, eighteen hundred 
years ago, іп order to save the beings he crea- 
ted from hell; and when we ask for evidence 
of this wonderful claim, a claim surpassing in 
wonder all the pretensions of Spiritualism, 
they point цв to tbe New Testament. If we 
refer them toa Spiritual work, they ::riticise 
it, pick flaws, discover inconsistencies, and 
ask how shall we believe in Spiritualism, if 
the books on the subject sre false and in- 
consistent? Now, the New Testament is full 
of the like; and we may surely ask thein, 
Нау shall we believe this to be/the word of 
God: If God has gone into-the book busi- 
ness, we should look for fection in the 
book. Josephus tel!s us there was an eclipse of 
the moon within five days before Herod the 
King's death. This eclipse bas been calculat- 
ed back a thousand times to 1ts very minute, 
and it shows Herod's death to have occurred 
four years before Christ was born. The 
.eclipse occurred four yeats befor Christ's 
birth. Matthew suys he was born id the days 
of Herod the King; und that Joseph his father 
(after god) feared to return from Egypt till 
Archelaus, Herod's son reigned. In order.to 
get out of the difficulty, the priests have re- 
moved the date of Christ's birth back four 
years. This puts them in а worse position 
with regard to Luke. Не says Christ began to 
be 30 years old (chapt. З ) in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius. Counting back 
twenty-nine years brings us to the year one of 
our common era, In chapter 2, Luke says 
Christ was born while his parents went to 
taxed, and this taxing was first done when 
Cyrenius was Governor of Byria.  Josephüs 
shows us that (of course) Cyrenius was not 
Governor till after Archelaus, Herod'f$0fi was 
banisked. Now, as Archelaus was banished 
after reiguing ten years, ifthe priests are right, 
Jesus was not bora yntil fift years after 
Herod's death. However, take~ Matthew's 
statement that Christ was bórn in the days of 
Herod the King, and Luke asserts that he was 
born after the taxing was introduce by Cyre- 
nius, how shall such‘wesderful ingónsistencies 
be reconciled. Could such discrepancies be 
found in any ancient ини ; it Would be càst 
aside as utterly unrelíable; yet here we are 
peremptorily ordered!tó believe this book of

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Miss Eleanor Bonney—Ix She Dead? 

— . 
Is she dead” is the query arising on all sides. 
This, indeed, is one of the most remarkable 
€ases on record, and awakens within the mind 
of all classes a desire to know its result. A lady 
. of good moral character, industrious hahits 
and unusually intelligent, becomes impressed 
with the idea that she has a sacred mission to 
perform like Joan of Arc, Mother Ann Lee, 
Jesus of Nazareth, and many others of the 
world's celebrities, and states-that she will, to 
all appearance, die, becoming wholly uncon- 
scious, and that finally she will be restored to 
life, thereby' convincing the world of the 
truths of Spiritualism. There are many 
strange latent powers connected with the phys- 
ical system, but litte understood. There is 
a little boy in Detroit, Michigan, who can 
' i| mimic death, during which he has strange 
dreams and visions. His name is Ned Baker, 

í and he lives with his aunt on Macomb street. 
The Detroit Free , says that pE will, for 

a small compensstion, stretch out du the floor, 
cease to breathe apparently, grow white in 
the face, affedt the rigidity of a corpse, and 
his pulse becomes so feeble that the beating 
can only be detected by a practical finger. 


He lately went through this performance in а. 


saloon on Woodbridge street, and so much 
like genuine death was his counterfeit that the 
men who put him up to the trick became 
greatly frightened and bribed him to come 
out of his trance. His breathing was во faint 
that it could not be felt on the hand or cheek, 
- and hardly.dimmed the glass held down to his 
lips. He says that the performance does not 
injure his healtb, and he can make himself 80 
near dead that it is only by & great mental 
- effort that he throws off the lethargy. 

Perfect passivity of the mind and body will 
induce a like condition in any опе; in fact, 
under that perfect passivity death itself will 
apparently ensue. There are, however, but 
. few that can assume а perfectly passive 
| state, hence, .but few can self-induce the 

trance orcataleptic condition. A mesmerist 
can cause a еерт m which the subject will 
- awaken at.a specified time,.or if he so wills, 
never ae Bonney was a psychologic 
subject, had often been entranced by spirits, 
and they could easily have induced the con- 
dition in which she is now in, or the action of 
her own mind could have produced such a 
result. Death can be caused by bleeding; 
and it isa well-known fact that the mind can 
С induce death when imagining that the loss of 
blood is occurring, as in the case of the 
prisoner, so often quoted. Possibly, Miss 
Bonney was laboring under a deep seated 


hallucination, that she wis to become the. 


World's Savior, and in order to achieve such 
an earnestly desired result, she must appa- 
rently die, so effecting the mind that the 
result wished for was obtained. But the 
predictions that she made, and which have 
been fully realized, would seem to dispel that 
idea.

trance. He tells us, that while conversing 
with his brother on the state of bis soul, and 
the feurs he entertained for his future welfare, 
he found himself, in an instant, ia another 
state of existence, under the direction of a 
superior Being, who ordered him to follow. 
He was immediately wafted along, he knew 
not how, till he beheld, at a distance, an in- 
effable glory, the impression of which he 
found it impossible to communicate to mortal 
man. “I immediately reflected on my happy 
change, and thought, Well, blessed be Gud! 
1 am safe at last, notwithstanding all my fears. 
1 saw an innumerable host of happy beings, 
surrounding the inexpressible glory, in acts of 
adoration and joyous worship; but E-did not 
see any bocily shape or representation in the 
glorious appearance. I heard things unutter- 
able. I beard their songs and hallelujabs of 
thanksgiving and praise, with unspeakable 
rapture. I felt joy unutterable and full «f 
glory. I then applied to my conductor, and 
requested leave to join the happy throng; on 
which he tapped medii the shoulder, and 
said, ‘You must return to earth.” This seem- 
ed like a sword through my heart. la an in- 
stant, I recollect to have seen шу brother dis- 
puting with thedoctor. The three days dur- 
ing which I bad appeared lifeless, seemed to 
he of not more than ten or twenty minutes 
The idea of returning to this world of sorrow 
and trouble.zave me such a shock that I faint- 
ed repeatedly. Such was the effect on my 
mind of what I had seen and heard, that if it 
be possible for a human being to live entirely 
above the world and the things of it, forsome 
time afterward I was that person. The ravish- 
ing sound of the songs and hallelujahs that Л 
heard, and the very words that were uttered, 
were not out of my ears for at least three 
years. All the kingdoms of the earth were, in 
my sight, as nothing and vanity; and so great 
were my ideas of heavenly glory, that nothing 
which did not, in some measure, relate to it, 
could command my serieus attention.” 

Possibly, Miss Bonney, should she return 
to consciousness, may bave something of great 
interest to impart to the world. If Mr. Tennant 
could remain totally unconscious for three 
days—to all appearance dead, al then be re- 
suscitated, why not the invisibles—spirits, be 
able, with proper care, to continue the trance 
condition for six months, especially if the 
subject be in robust health” 


The following account of Miss Bonney ls 
the lateat that has come to hand, and will be 
read with especial interest. It bears date, 
January 5th, and is clipped from the New 
York Werld. 


On the 10th day of November, Miss Вот. 
ney sent for Mra. Dutton and informed her 
that her time had come to leave the body. 
She told Mr. Preston slso, and Mrs. Preston 
and Mr., Ryan and his wife. No one made 
&ny remark except Mr. Preston, who said, 
“Why will you talk sor I am tired of 
hearing it." She laughed at his incredulity, 
and went on to give directions regarding 
her treatment while in the trance. She said 
they must keepa fire burning in the stove in 
the sitting-room adjoining the bed-room in 
which she lay, and that the heat must be 
kept up to sixty or seventy degrees. No 
persons except two or three whom she named 
must be permitted to view hef body or be 
admitted to the house, otherwise '' the spirits 
would not work." She sald she should prove 
that а person could die to all appearances, 
visit the spirit world, and reoccupy the body. 
She should be absent not less than віх 
weeks. At 2 o'clock on the morning fol- 
lowing (the 11th of November), ber spirit 
would be entirely separated from the body: 
thé moment would be known to them by the 
ringing of ghostly bells. From that time 
till'her return, Mre. Dutton, accompanied by 
one of the family, must. be always within 
hearing. Then she gave particular descrip. 
tions of the appearance of her body at various 
stages, how the tongue would ꝓrotrude, and 
the eyes, how her flesh would turn black, 
but would, after a time, bear large spots of 
white, shortly preceding her return. It was 
early in the afternoon when &he gave these 
particulars. She was weighed, and -steadied 
the scales at 208 pounds. She finished her 
usual work, ate в hearty supper soon after 
dark, took a batt, disrobed, and retired at 10 
o'clock. She gave her last directions while in 
bed, and while still speaking her breathing 
became shorter by degrees. At 2 o'clock, as 
she ped her pulse ceased to beat. -These 

articulars of ber last hours are given by 
fr. Ryan and others who were with her. 
They are also authority for the statement 
that when her breathing had entirely ceased 
the tinkling sound of the bell was heard pro- 
ceeding from some unexplored quarter of the 
house. 5, 

So the- predictions were fulfilled to the very 
letter, if these statements are to be relicd on— 
und they are no more remarkable than some 
statements made by gentlemen not connected 
with the family who were subsequently ad- 
mitted to the room, gentlemen who have 
borne the highest character, whose word no 
one who knows them would think of doubting. 
Besides, as I have said, Mr. Preston, Mr. 
Ryan, and Mrs. Dutton are neither of them 
believed to be capabie of lending themselves 
to а dec 

Was this poor girl so chagrined by the 
doubt expressed by Mr. Preston and others, 
as to be impelléd to take her life by means 
of' poison? This is now really the only 
question that persons not admitting the idea 
of the miraculous are discussing in solution 
of what is undoubtedly a very remarkable 
case 


I shali complete the narration of facts and 
statements before taking up the theories. 
Nothing was known to_the general public 
until nearly а ‘month after this. occurrence. 
. Dutton remained ай the time with the 
body, proving extraordinary devotion and 
faith, ME twenty days with only a few 
hours'jsleep daily. Mr. Н. B. Simmons, а 
wealthy and esteemed gentleman, rediding 
here, with a prominent phy from 
Rochester, were admitted to see the body un- 
der a pledge. of secrecy. The pbysiciam 
dec that the woman was dead, but 
.admítted tbe strangeness of the protrudiug 
eyes. Mr. Preston has declared in . 
An which assertion he is supported by members 
or his family,—that at different times in the 
first five weeks the strange tinkling of bells 
by all in the house Me Ryan 
dec -that at one of his visits to the room 
where’ the body lay, his, arms and legs sud- 
denly swelled to such enormous size that he 
‘was unable to put on his coat ur his boots for 
s afterward. All these stories are 
many of the Spiritualigis and 
who have thronged hitherto from all

quarters to. view the body. The strange 
watch went on week after week unchanged, 
the body of Miss Bonney lying without breath 
or motion but apparently without decomposi- 
tion, although tne room was all the time 
warm. So far as appearances may be taken 
this had long ago been realized. The con- 
fident assertions of the Spiritualists that the 
body would quicken into life and that great 
revelations would be.made to a hitherto be- 
nighted world were spread far and near, and 
the case became, soon after first being made 
public, the theme of conversation of thousands 
“of firesides in western New York. There 
were many wild stories circulated, but the 
fact that the main features of them all were 
based upon the direct utterances of men 
"against whose veracity none had ever made 
charges, brought the matter into a region of 
discussion quite diflerent from that in which 
it would otherwise be treated. 

It was not long before the local newspapers 
took nig fune up, and presently that all-en-

Upon 
entering the roam they detected what they de- 
“scribe as the odor of a. dissectiug- room.“ 
The body lay on the back, slightly inclined-to 
the right side. The head and fuce had swollen, 
and were of a dark yellow color, the tongue 
and eyes protruding, and there were some 
white and some livid spots on the limbs. A 
copious discharge of blood from the mouth 
had saturated the pillow. The coroner, after 
making his examination went away convinced 
that the body hud long been lifeless, but there 
was nothing to justify him in holding an in- 
quest. 

On the first day of this month the term of 
осе of à new Coroner commenced, and it is 
said that be wil] soon order a post mortem ex- 
amination unless the family cause the body to 
be interred. Bat they persist in watching by 
tae corpse, with faith somewhat weakened 
since the six^ weeks which Miss Bonney рге: 
dicted as the; probable length of time of her 
absence hay expired, but atill with strong 
hopes of h eturning to life. Mr. Preston 
stated to уойг/ correspondent yesterday, that 
they should observe the injunction laid upon 
them by Miss! Bonney as long as the authori- 
ties would ари Шет 10 lon the body in 
the house, and he had not much fear of 
interference. 

It is impossible to converse with the mem- 
bers of the e Me ag haye so stubbornly 
held to the belief int е гет 1o life without 
imbibing the fullest faith in their honesty. 
The charges of murder for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the-public into a belief in Spiritualism 
which have been published in some respectable 
newspapers in this алгаш i are, it appears to 
me, utterly preposterous, Many persona of the 
orthodox religious denominations have pressed 
this horrible supposition upon my attention, 
and two clergymen have considered that it was 
not improbable, from the fact that the Spirit- 
ualists bad been so blasphemous as to declare 
that the event would prove moss important to 
the world than the crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. Not leas improbable is 
another theory—advocated also, [ hear, from 
the pulpit—which admits death to have resul- 
ted from а fanatical determination to die. 
Those who give this as a solution of the mys- 
tery, support it by giving instances of the 
death of criminals who imagined they were 
being executed. But І hear of no precedent 
for a death coming on gradually during four 
hours P peinless, moticuless silence. Those 
who still hope for the return of life to the 
body, tell of a similar case of trance near R ›сһ- 
ester, tbat occu not шару years ago. 
Like Miss Bonney, the~-person is said to have 
lain four or five weeks without breath or mo 
tion, her body (she was also an uomarried, 
lady) changiog as Miss Bonncy's has changed, 
and finally returning 40 life and motion, as it 
is hoped Miss Bonpe$'s will return. The facts 
in this case were Given a few days ago by the 
Rochester Deinocrat,Nwhich guarantees the state- 
ment &s true in every particular, but with- 
holds thé name at the request of the friends oi 
{Ње lady. Te Democrat states that the young 
lady has never suid what were her sensations 
during the long period in which she remained 
apparently lifeless, but hus promised to write 
everything, to be read affer Fer death. Should 
this story—which, notwithstanding the bigh 
authority, will, I think, find few believers,— 
be found to be true, the faith of the Spiritual- 
ists in Miss Bonney's case will hot appear so 
preposterous as the theorles of some of their 
detractors. \ 

The belief that Miss Bonney committed sui- 
cide has, I have said, become the point of dis- 
cussion with the greater number of unbiassed 
persons who are interested in this case. But 
against it there are some farta that should not 
be lost sightof. Miss Bouney announced 
early in the afternoon of the 10th of Novem- 
ber that she should leave the budy at 2 o'clock 
in the morning following. Sbe bad of course 
taken no poison then, el:e it would have be- 
trayed itg єЙесїв before the time Ble was 
not seen to take anything afterward exceptio 
her supper, which she ate with the family.

GENTLEMEN: Yours of the 3d inst., concern- 
ing the further occupancy of the rooms in the 
Methodist Episcopal Biock by the Philosophi- 
cal Society of Chicago, was duly presented to 
the Executive Committee on the evening of 
the same day. In order to secure for yo 
letter & calm and careful consideration, it wal 
referred to a special committee, which reported 
to the full Board yesterday, and, after consid- 
eration, we begaave, respectfully, to submit 
a statement of facts, and our present views 
thereon. ~ - 

First—We fully, recognize not only your 
right, but your duty, to protest ugainst any 
improper use of the church property beld by 
you as Trustees, and we ure free to admit, in 
the case of Gerald Massey's lecture, we did 
not use our usual caution in ascertaining the 
character of it; aud are equally free to gay that, 
had we been aware of ils character, we should 
have declined it. 

Second—In the case of the lecture of the 
Hon. Henry Booth, as he was one of our Vice 
Presidents, a Professor in the Northwestern 
University, & Judge in one of our courts, a 
man of elevated morüt character, and an 
honored citizen, we did not exercise any super- 
vision over his lecture, and we leave him to 
defend his own utterances.

ed in symbolic flowers. 

It not unfrequently happens that the little 
spirit girl says to the astonished listening 
mother, something like this, “Now here 
comes а sweet little girl, (or boy as the case 
may be) und says, ‘I never lived upon your 
plane of life, dear mather. You remember 
the little baby that was not matured and born 
alive between May and George.’" “Oh, yea,” 
says the mother, with ‘a deep-sigh. “Оо not 
grieve over it. Ypu have one more loving 
angel child in sp'rit life, than you thought 
you had. They call ber Sunshine, and she is 
here by your side and wishes to be recognized 
io this family chart, and this beautiful 
white rosebud with a yellow centre just peep- 
ing out is the gymbol by which she is to be 
known in your family chart."

It is kind in spirit, and liberal 
in sentiment, as witness: ''Tàe principle of 
Communism, or Co-operation, by which the 
Shakers are regulated, is a good one; and the 
worldjmust come t before the millennium 
dawns, or before monopoly* ia discarded. 
They are а noble people, and are blessing the 
world with many practical ideas." 

We make в distinction, aming there is a 
difference between Communism and Co-opera- 
tion. The latter pertains to the new earthly 
order, which all reformers in, this world and 
the other, are, at this present time, 8 to 
establish upon earth;end of which the United 
States Government is the unfoided unprogresa. 
ed germ. Whilst Communism pertains to the 
new heavenly order that all the Christ pro- 
phets, sainte, and martyrs, of all nations and 
races now on this planet, and also all those 
who in the dim and distant past have become 
domiciled in that great receptucle, the Spirit- 
world, are fervently praying in the spirit, and 
sending up в constunt perfume of holy aspira- 
tions to the High and Holy One who inhabiteth 
Eternity, that it may be now, in our day, in- 
carnated upon this disordered, confused planet. 

"Our Father and Mother, who art in some 

. heaven, Thy kingdom come on earth, во that 
Thy will may be done, by all who shall come 
into it, just as we all expect to do Thy will 
when we get into the same heaven that із oc- 
cupied by Thyself.” £-

I will 
certsinly, on the next occasion, try to do bet-

The Problem of the Ages. 


NY J. TINNEY. 


It will undoubtedly seem presumptuous for 
an obscure individual to attempt the solution 
of a problem that has batlied the efforts of the 
most exalted intellects of all ages, but if a 
failure, it will only edd one more to an 
already extended list. We shall assert 
nothing new in saying that from time 
immemorial. mankind have been trying 
to solve the problem of existence on 
Lhe assumption tliat all things visible are 
the creation and cgüaequent subjects of 4 
supreme invisible being. Thus far, it must be 
admitted that all ellorts in this direction have 
proved a failure. It is also well understood by 
the readers of the JounNAL, that we have for 
years, through ils columns, assumed and ad- 
vocated that all things visible and invisible 
gre constituents of a‘universal being, instead 
of the creation of n Supreme one; that the 
opposing forces of nature, as represented in 
the sexes, ure dillerent conditions of the same 


' thing, and convertible into each other, and 


that life and all its phenomena are derived 
from the interchange of these opposing forces, 
and this position, we claim, is supported by 
erganic jaw and facts, patent to ull unpreju- 
diced minds. Professor Agassiz, although an 
unyielding advocate oi creation by Supreme 
Power, bas furnished a key which seems des- 
tined ac оту To upset his own theory, but to 
unlock the mysteries thal have so long held 
the jufancy aud childhood of the race in 
necessary subjection, and whien, like the 
ehildnood of tue individual, outgrows child- 
ish things aud requires more substantial 
die’, us it advances to maturity. 

Waile clinging to the creative theory with 
so much tenacity, the Professor states what I 
suppose all naturalists will confirm, that the 


animals, he says, produce eggs, 
eggs produce germs that develop through an 
eudless series of trausfurmations and modifi- 
cations into beings identical with the parents. 
That our means of investigation are now во 
perfect that we cuu watch the formation of the 
cella which build up the new being, and we 
know that the only process going on within 
the.egg, is the formation of cells, and the 
moditicatiun of these, sv as to produce a 
differentation in substance, ending in the pro- 
duction of au organism as complicated as the 
human form, or as simple as a polyp. That 
we can trace these evulutions, step by step, 
and trace: the process of self formation 
through all its stages, and that the higher 
animals of sny type pass through the forms of 
the lower ones in their developmenta, etc. 

Аа the egg is the source of all organic life, 
and аз the only diflerence in eggs is in quan- 
lity,—not quality, all starting from the same 
point, passing through all lower conditions to, 
and duplicating the being thut produced it, 
we will take the egg of the common domestic 
fowl asa representative egg. The first thing 
that attracts our attention is ita double con- 
dition, the yolk and albumen, the one opaque, 
the other transparent, and both an absolute 
necessity in the production of the chicken or 
outgrowth. Now, as the world ultimates what

The Nauvoo (IIls.) Independent speaks as 
follows of this colony :— 


Their number is about seventy. "They carry 
on agriculture principally, though they have 
also а steam saw and grist mill, and a black- 
smith and carpenter shop. They roduce 
nearly all they want, maketheir own clothing, 
shoes, hats, etc.) ànd seem to enjoy a con- 
siderable degree of prosperity. They carry 
on their community by universal suflrage, 
electing-their officers every year. {These are a 
President, Secretary, and Director of Agricul- 
ture. No one has any inoney or need of any! 
The Secretary also ac ‘Treasurer, holds the 
common purse, makes the purchases from 
without, and receives all their incomes. They 
eat at в common table, having one person for 
acook, another for à dgiry-man, etc. They 
still preserve the family relation, and practice 
the severest chastity. Each family haa its 
separate dwelling, though the women generally 
congregate together when they have work in 
common, and the men giso, 80 that they have 
an abundance of company and of diversion. 

They have в good school -and library, take 
the principal journals, work leisurely, and 

ve a considerable time to enjoyment. On 

undays they fish, hunt, dance, and occasion- 
ally’ have a theatrical entertainment. They 
nk they will soon be able to live comfort- 
&bly on six hours’ work, and give the rest of 
the day to instruction and amusement. By 
their division of-labor, they economize much 
force, ope man being able to cook for seventy 
persons, as well as for a single family. More- 
over, the children do much work that js'or- 
dinarily required to be done by grown persons. 
They get along well with their neighbors, and 
are much esteemed by them. They invariably 
vote with the Republican party.

WOLFE HECOMER INTERESTED. 


During the winter of 1551 I had private 
busineas that called me to Harrisburg, the 
capital of Pennsylvania. At the time of my 
visit the legislature was in session ; and to 
meet conveniently several members of that 
body with whom I had business, and who 
boarded at the ** Coverly house," [ made that 
my stopping.place. 'Тһе house was the place 
of rendesvous for а number of the members, 
who every night, came there to caucus, ''lay 
pipe," or havea ''good time" generally, as 

our public sozvants best know how. Simon 

Cameron had an axe to grind that winter, and 

many of the honorable gentlemen were flush 

of means and full of wine until his axe was 
ground. There were those, however, who 
were upright in beart, and who enjoyed a joke 
forthe love of fun. Qne evening, а small 
party of this character, perhaps a dozen— 
among whom was Mr. Wells Coverly, the pro- 
prietor of the house—retired to A private 
arlor to hear the ‘‘apirit-raps.” 
artram Shaetler; a senator from Lancaster 
county, being oue of the party, invited me to 
join them, which I did. It was near midnight 
when we entered the parlor, and fastened the 
doors to keep vut intruders ; for many gentle- 
men? were then in their cups, and scarcely in 
condition to interview the living or the dead. 
Mr. Coverly took а position in the middle 
of the tloor, standing, while around him, at a 
distance*of six or eight feet, sut the party who 
had just entered, all curious to hear the raps. 
Mr. Cuverly said “ Ате any spirits here that 
wish to rap * 1f so, please signal your рге. 
sence." Before he had announced tbe last 
word, а rapid succession Òf thumps under the 
floor was loudly given. That was the begin- 
ning, and I thought there would be no ending 
to this strange interview. It was kept up for 
two hours, during which time all kinds of 
questions were asked and angwered, by all 
kinds of spirits, who claimed to be present. 
It is not to be expected, I know, that I should 
enter into details in this matter, further than to 
state that Mr. Coverly again and again stated 
that he had no confederate fn this, and also, 
if it were not spirit-rapping, then be could 
not tell what it was; that the noise was heard 
about bim, no matter where he would ро; 
neither did it make any difference in regard 
-to time—day or 1 they were heard; 
in his bed, on the head - boar, at his table, on 
the floor, in the office, he could hear them, 
though sometimes more distinctly than others. 
The sounds were lv by times, but always as 
if mufticd—as if a cushion intervened between 
the rapping substance and the floor, or 
wherever the concussion might be heard.

Of course, I 
had no opinion to offer until I had met my 
cordwainer ; so until 8 o'clock, we passed the 
time in interchanging views on this strange 
subject. Mr. Burrows was a man of educa- 
tion, young, energetic, and enterprising, 
having no time to fool away upon Abstract

Ї listened to him, therefore, with more con- 
sideration than I do when addressed by 4 
speculating philosopher. 

A little after 8 o'clock, the shoemaker came 
in—a dark-haired, swallow complexioned, 
medium-sized man, about thirty years old— 
spare and angular, as shoemakers generally 
are. His eyes were large; they indicated а 
lack of intelligent fire, which an education

an index to the character of the man—slow, 
drawling, commonplace, with no magnetic 
life in it.

In closing 
the interview, our friends wrote on a slate, 
Come this evening and we will try and show 
ourselves." We arranged accordingly to call 
at 7 r.m., and were directed to the back parlor 
where а cord was drawn across the room, 
near the centre of which was а piece of black 
;cambric, about two yards square, placed on 
\ the line, and extending to the floor. А table 
sbout six feet long was placed close to the 
cambric. The lights were then turned down 
but still the room was sufficiently illuminated 
to distinguish objects in апу рагі of it.

my first experience, also that of my wife, in 
investigating this phase of manifestations. 
Soon human forms rose above the top of the 
curtain, purporting to be my mother and 
our&on. My wife's sister appeared around 
the side of the curtain to my wife, and seemed 
preatly pleased at.the interview. None, how- 
ever, were satisfactory to us, except to my 
wife's brother, who came several times, and 
was instantly recognized by both of us, as a 
very natural likeness in every reapect. The 
interview soon closed, the Doctor giving us an 
invitation to return the next morning. 

On returning the next day, all the slates 
were carefully cleaned and placed in position 
on the table. The large double slate was 
placed on the farther end of it from where we 
sat, having been closed, and within the lids a 
small piece of slate pencil of the size of a 
grain of wheat, was placed. No visible power 
or hands were within six feét of the slate. This 
was in broad daylight, insight of us all. Indica- 
tions were given that the principal writing 
would*be dong on the large double slate, just 
described. Immediately sounds were heard, 
indicating slate writing, Dr. Slade and my- 
self conversing on a subject foreign to the 
manifestations, _[ am certain that Dr. Slade 
did not pay the slightest attention to the 
manifestations, until raps were heard indica- 
ting that the writing was finished.

My next experience was some three weeks 
later, with Mr. Bastian and Taylor in Chicago,

Letter from Oregon. 

© BROTHER JoNEÉ: Many times for the last 
aix months I have been nearly upon the 
point of writing you.a long letter concerning 
gur religion,“ as it is understood in the 
t North-west, but as often I have been 
nterrupted by the imperious demands of my 
occupation. Now, however, ''the harvest is 
home," and the extreme demand upon the 
. laborer is past, besides, the south wind ia 
.bringing the dripping clouds over our ever- 
green valleys, thus affording additional hours 
of leisure to the jaded agriculturist.

love- faculties, and yet, every one with ordinary 
discretion knows that they, too, are properly 
subject to the guidance of reason, and must 
act in harmony with our other faculties and

The law constrains no one 
to marry, but leaves every one entirely free to 
contract according to choice. Can Mra. W. 
or Moses H. say that this is not a free-love 
marriage’ The law merely solemnizes it, 
und says that after this you sball perform all 
other moral obligations arising, a8—a—canse- 
quence from this free love contract. Can 
Мга. W. show that any other course would 
satisfy the demands of a rational and moral 
ing? 

It is no answer to say that a harmonious 
union would continue without any law upon 
фе subject; that is only an admission that 

elaws agree with a true marriage. Neither 
is it answer or successful criticism to aver 
that the law fails to harmonize those who do 
not continue to agree: this is only admitting 
\thåt the law allows the utmost freedom o 
choice. The law did not create marriage, 
nor can it forbid the bans. Ithas nothing to 
do with deciding upon the fitness or unfltness. 
of persons, except to declare certain regula- 
tions in the interest of true marriage and for 
the well being of a progressive society. It is 
no interference with the right of free love to 
declare by statute, that one shall not marry an 
idiot, unless it can be shown that such a love 
is the only one possible, 80, too, with the mar- 
riage of brother and sister, which, although, 
it might result in the social agreement of the 
pair, must surely be attended with conse- 
quences most painful to themselves and their 
osterity as well as;bürdensome to society. 

hc, prohibition of uch unions is no 


offense to free love, 30 long as other 
and proper loves are equally practi- 
cable. To some peculiarly disposed 


minds, freedom is meaningless unless it be 
absolute and limitless in its application to 
person or faculty, The right to walk means 
to walk everywhere, anywhere, at all times 
and under all circumstances, onto, into, or 
over anybody or anything ; the right to talk, 
write or print means the right to utter any or 
evérything without regard to place, time, or 
circumstance ; to stop short of these would 
beto them, slavery. The same with regard 
to each faculty of the mind or soul; each 
must be absolutely free ina limitless exten- 
sion. To hint that personal dpi me to walk, 
should not trespass upon a neighbor'g. flower 
bed or garden, or impose a shod tobt upon his 
toes, with or without corns, i8 only te incur 
the charge of tyranny. То query tnat, per- 
haps, в faculty of the mind, i stimulated in 
unrestrained indulgence, would bring damage 
to itself and injury to each of the others ang 
unhappiness to all, would be answered by an 
assertion that we do not understand the first 
‚ principles of freedom. They cannot appreci- 
ate such, cramped. abstractions, Аз well 
undertake to describe coiors to those born 
blind, or to teach music to the deaf, as to 
induct such persons, at once, to an understand- 
ing of the harmonious relations and faculties 
of the human soul. A series of progressive 
lessons in causation is first necessary. After 
that, it may be possible for them to see that an 
ungoverned amativeness must be a constant 
offense to benevolence, charity, friendship, 
justice, chastity, and all other loves. It is the 
mere sexual act that Mrs. Woodhull takes for 
her religion ; only that, and nothing more. 
'To be aure, it is important as a preserver and 
continuer of the human species, as of all 
others, aud wien considered as the means by 
which the immortal spark, with all its bene- 
ficient and divine attributes is embodied and 
made manifest in the flesh, it is worthy of all 
respect and а most sacred privacy, but Mrs. 
W., by divorcing it from its proper alliange 
and harmony with those superior__facultiéy, 
for which existence is chiefly—valuable, de- 
grades it'to the lowest level of the brute 
creation. ‘s a sustainer of animal life, 
eating is equally important with Mrs. W.'s 
religion, and it would be just as reasonable to 
exaggerate it to be the chief end of man. 
Many people do so, and their actions say, 
‘live to cat"; itis their religion, and their 
God. The exaggeration brings them on a par 
with Mrs. W., for they become more like hogs 
than-men. | 

Оп їһе ошер hand, it ia far better to reverse 
the motto and (eat to live," thereby becoming 
rational creatutes and holding the all import- 
ant propensities in harmonious subjection to 
the moral and spiritual faculties. 

Mrs. Woodhuli’s effort to hold the legal 
marriage responsible for the short-comings and 
consequent unhappiness of those in married 
life, must be regarded as a failure, unless she 
can show that any legal admonition to duty is 
provocative of evil; in which case she could 
make a clean sweep of al human law. I 
wonder if she із the only person in America 
who would do wrong for the sake of opposing 
the law. 

Differences or disagreements are not gen- 
erally lasting; almost always they are sugges- 
tive and wholesome; very frequently they are 
also the first symptoms of improvement апа а 
dawning progression, and would it therefore. 
-be better to adopt Mrs. W.'s reMgion as the 
standard, separate at the first slight estrange- 
ment, burst asunder all sacred family ties of 
children or kindred, committi ir dear 
hopes to the wide world, and search for 
another temporary\alliance, or would it be 
better to marry under the guidance of reason 
and then strive by co-education, to harmo- 
nize thoughts, tastes, and feeling into.a sweet 
and rational love that would grow stronger to 
the end of earth life? 

"Will we not be more likely to attain to 
patience, constancy, faith, hope, love, if we 
atrive for them, than if we adopt the ор aite 
course and go about with a creed wh ex- 
horts us to а beastly, blind indulgence in 
mere sexual e mentalism? : 

Under t oodhull régime, courting would 
notend with tlie marri ceremony; every 
household would be invaded, by tbe presence 
of some free lover, in search óf an affinity. Love- 
making would be the business of life, and who 
that has knowledge of the world and the 
blindness of cupid, could fail to foretell the 
result as destructive to an organized society. 
It would not result in an exchange of wives, 
and then peace and happiness as Mrs. W. 
thinks, but all confidence and stability would' 
be destroyad. The old poetic dream that 
every soul has its counterpart, that 
there is one particular man exactly fitted to be 

the mate of в particular woman, has been ex- 
ploded every end since the creation of the 
firat pair. "There ig nosuch thing as a com- 

lete үлтү СА every thoughtful persón 
Inowi that miarital affinity is constantly 
varying both.as to kind and intensity. 

How often we have known two uneducated 
persons to marry and live remarkably content- 
ed and happy for years, when, upon the educa- 
tion of one of them, misery was iatroduced to 
the fireside. How often we have known dif- 
ferences in politics or religion to mer. the 
peace of well dis and naturally attracted

state. Patient effort will cure most evils and 
“where there іза will there is a way,” even in 
matters of affection and love. A !ady of my 
acquaintance who is living very happily with 
her second husband, hit the nail square on the 


head when she remarked to a female friend 


then sueing for a divorce from her second 
husband, that the reason why married people 
do not get along better is, because they do not 
try." -Thatis it, people must try to agree; 
itis their duty, independent of statute regula- 
tions, to try and be governed and possessed b 
the rational harmonies of human nature. 

But there is no excellence without labor, 
and the question jor arises, Would people be 
as patient in tryiüg a in educating them- 
selves in unison acting in the belief of Mrs. 
W's. religion, as they would under the more 
permanent arrangement, the present iaw of 
marriage and divorce? Would life, real, 
earnest life, that which does not end with the 
grave, be as successful? Mra. W. answers 
the qnestion fuliy, when she makes her re- 
ligion consist in the worship of the flesh. Her 
friends and admirers can no longer claim 
that she is misunderstood; her Chicago speech 
is not subject to more than one meaning; 
everybody can understand it and no one need 
deny it. The results of the last year ought to 
convince all Spiritualists of like belief and ob- 
jects in life, of the necessity of more thorough 
organization. 

The mere belief in the fact of spirit-inter- 
course is entirely too loose and vague. There 
are all sorta of Spiritualists, if that point con- 
stitutes Spiritualism.

teachings. Such spontaneous gatherings are 
good beginnings, but must we forever halt at 
the beginnings?

It 
seems to me that а great msn y Spiritualists are 
very much like Mrs. Woodhull; they are 
afraid of being bound. Those who have es- 
caped from the thraldougof/false creeds may 
be forgiven their fears, ut there is no danger 
in professing and being geverned by what is 
known to be true. ы 

The trouble with the оқфойох has been the 
adoption of things wholly within the sphere 
of speculation, and disobedience to the re- 
quiremenis of the known. For all that, we 
know their moral creed, th&sermon on the 
mount, and can judge of their short-comings 
and responsibilities. Who knows о moral 
créed of Spiritualists and of the tendencies of 
their teachings? x 

They have been accused of all sorts of be. 
liefs and immoral tendencies until careful 
moral persons are afraid of their associal ions. 

For want of articles of faith, Mrs. Wood- 
hull’s free-ljst theories have been taken as the 
results of Aplritualism, notwithstanding tne 
scattering protest of the disunited many, and 
hundreds, if not thousands of Spiritualists, have 

jught the folds of the Christian churches, or 
rawn their countenance aud support 
from Spirituslistic meetings in order to avoid 
the Woodhull disgrace. ‘

The Шакка, and their Earthly Victims. Bs A. . Duris. 
Pamphlet, pp. 102. A.-J. ті A Co. Publishers, 
New York 


Mr. Davia has never written a more curious 
book than this, or one that so fully lays bare 
his psychological life. It ів of great value as 
a study of the author, even more valuable for 
that purpose than for the informaticn it im- 
parts concerning the "Diskka." But it ів not 
the province of a reviewer to dissect the mind 
of an author while reviewing his works, and 
probably each reader will intuitively arrive at 
8 separate conclusion. - 

The word *''Diakka" is not to be found as 
et in mortal dictionary, and seems to have 
een coined by the auther to &void the use of 

the plain English of evil spirits. “A Diakka 
means а os with an occult temperament; 
often polished and dignifled; with propensities 
bubbling from a fountain-head of overcharged 
self-consciousness. * * * One whg takes in- 
sane delight in playing parts, in juggling 
tricks, in personating opposite characters; to 
whom prayers and profane utterances are of 
equal value; surcharged with a passion for 
lyrical narrations; one whose every attitude is 
instinctive with the schemes of specious 
reasoning, sophistry, pride, pleasure, wit, 
subtle convivialities, a boundless disbeliever, 
one who thinks trat-all private life will end in 
the all-consuming self-love of God." Such is 
в Diskka, but we are in doubt whether all 
evil spirits are Diakka or not. The definition 
does not appear to include the low and brutal 


spirits, but to apply more especially to the re- 


fined but perverted. ^We are, however, led to 
the conclusion that all spirits who-are not in- 
herently pure and noble, are Diakka. 

The story of one of these Diakka, of a visit 
to the famous city of Notsob, is replete with 
satire and an indescribable dry humor. Not- 
sob is readily located by reading backward, 
and the hits in the narrative are sharp and 
pertinent. 

Tothese Diskka, Mr. Davis imputes the 
"magnificent promises <А. шышы seekers;" 
the inflation of benevole „эй esci "with 
amazing plans for the univ redemption of 
mankind," and '*gorgeous promises of great fu- 
ture personal prominence,” They delight in 
pretending great suflering in consequence of 
some ungratified passion, taste, or habit for 
which they were noted before death, Wand im- 
press the medium *'that they would be elevat- 

ved and made happy if only they could par- 
take of whisky or tobacco, or gratify their 
burning free-love propensities.” Mr. Davis 
well remarks what must be true according to 
the law of attraction of like to like, that such 
requests and communications reflect no honor 


on the character of the medium, and should' 


always be resisted. With the spirits it is 
“nothing but the mere pastime -amusement at 
the expense of those beneath them." It has 
been the common excuse when media falsified, 
deceived and pornp immoral lives, that they 
were obsessed or'influenced by bad spirits. 
-Even if this be true, as is here so well stated, 
the media are quite as responsible, for there 
must exist in them the qualities similar to 
those in the influencing spirit, and consequent- 
| ly the inevitable punishment is just. The de- 
grading influence is to be resisted as any and 
every other cause of vice. 
. In half a page the perplexing knot of doubts, 
why some spirits teach re-incarnation, is cut 
in twain. Our French brothers, who swear by 
Kardec and re-incarnation, will not be pleased 
to read the following: “Probably in the en- 
tire range of modern spiritual speculations no 
more philosophical romantic farce than the 
sweet-boon of being 're-incarnated,' was ever 
pared upon human ge: re ру sportive 
iakka. They poss spiritual philosophers, 
by а mixture of alarming doubts about immor- 
tality, the endless progress of the soul (say they} 
2 end in an abyss of conglomerated annihi- 
ation. 
,to round you up, full-orbed, in the niches of 
personalexperience—in every possible phase of 
personal| experience.” All the teachings, then, 
of the Kiirdec school, according to Mr. Davis, 
and commurications avering re-incarnation,are 
derived from sport-loving Diakka! We can 
not вау that we are ready to endorse tbis 
sweeping conclusion without reserve, although 
the Vloctrine itself is a baseless dream, oppos- 
ed by every fact and deduction of science. 

Hence are derived great names" assumed 
by spirits to their media, and counterfeit im- 
personations, so that ‘‘identification, at a 
spirit circle, is, in the present stage of our de- 
velopment, almost impossible.” This is an 
нигац state ment to the honest Spiritualists, 
and yet it is тоо true, There can not be too 
much caution in avoidance of every cause of 
deception, and the absolute, inherent purity 
and morality of the medium.and circle, is the 
only guarantee of the truthfulness of the com- 
munications. . 

Mr. Davis interprets the ''materializations" 
of Moravia and other places, as the works of 
Diakka, who are lovers of suth black art," 
and“ combine“ to play fantastic tricks for 
the entertalntgent of the credulous and sus- 
ceptible.” These ''materializations" may be, 
and -usually are, genuine representations of 
spirits living-in the Spirit World. We infer 

t superior spiritual beings can not, or desire 
not, to engage in these representations, and if 
they to convince their friends on earth, ma- 

alize” the Diakka perform the task by re- 
quest. It is not the spirit represented, usually, 
who fashions the appearance, + 
Mr. Davis, in lan e of unmistakable 
мар says: “I have long entertained the 
conviction that mahy manifestations, such as 
tying and untying ropes, taking off vesta with- 
óut removing the coat, removing а knife out 
of & gentlemen's -pdcket and mysteriously 
-putting it in a lady's lap, etc., are essential 
nothing but ingenious and nefarious deeds of 
slight-of-hand; no matter whether such tricks 
be done by some skillful legerdemain per- 
former living in New York or in another 
"world." . He ‘will receive severe criticism 
from some interested sources for this statemen 
which nevertheless will stand the decision —o 
time. There are statements w no amount 
of individual evidence can preve. The tèst- 
imony of а thousand persons that they saw 
pure water burn, or a solid mass of iron float 
on its surface, would be of no value. One

I atlirm, 
what by observation I have been long familiar 
with, that 4 very large proportion of discord- 
ant and repulsive and false experiences in 
Spifitualism, isto be explained by admitting 
into your hy esis, а fact, namely, that the 
, Diakka are coftinüslly victimizing sensitive 
persons, making sport of them, and having a 
jolly laughing time at the expense of really 
¿honest and sincere people, including mediums, 
whom they especially take delight in psychol- 
ogizing and dispossessing of their will. 
There is no kind of alleged obsession, no 
species of assumed witchcraft, no phase of 
religious mee where such psychology is 
not possible." To the sensitive person the 
knowledge that he is surrounded by an 

innumerable throng of such beings, is far 
from quieting. They are ever ready to take 
advantage of a favorable moment to distort 
the judgment and darken the understanding. 

Yet, the remedy is st hand. It is knowledge. 

Mr. Davis says: No person of ordinary 
judgment, with will enough to draw a pail of 
water, or to walk в mile up hill, need com- 
plain that be cannot overcome the influence 
of a -Diakka." With all deference to the 
author, we cannot endorse this conclusion 
when applied to the present, Only when the 
laws of spirit communion are fully under- 
stood, would it be true.

He, himself, furnishes a most notableexample, 
and every sensitive medium or clairvoyant is 
willing to aecept the possible for Mr. Davis, 
as possible for them. The few that can thus 
rely on interior evolution are exceptions, for 
the many, mediumship does ot furnish a 
royal road to knowledge.

Subscriptions willbe received and papers may be obtained, 
at wholesale or retail, at 034 Kuce Sta Philadelphia, 


THE IRVINGITES. 
Curious and Wealthy Organization—A 
Chureh of Prophets. 


A London letter in the Cincinnati Commer- 


cial, from M. D: Conway, givessome interesting 


information respecting the present condition 
of the sect genérelly known as Irvingites —tbey 
call t sed, na the Catholic Apostolic Church 
Edward Irving, the founder of the sect, was 
for many years an intimate friend of Thomas 
Carlisle, He died in 153. When he firat went 
to London, he became a popular pulpit orator 
of the Scotch Church, attracting large and 
most fashionable congregations. In 1830. a 
servant girl in Scotland, named Campbell, be- 
gan to discourse in a wild, incomprehensible 
way, and her hysterical ravings were declared 
to be a revival of the gift of tongues and of 
prophecy, while other manifestations of a like 
character occurred elsewhere, exciting much 
attention. 

Edward Irving became a believer in the 
supernatural origin of these phenomena, and 
declared that the gift of tongues shoz!d have 
free course in his church; whereupon the 
Scotch church expelled him. His society then 
became a center where the wildest scenes were 
witnessed. Irving himself frequently broke 
out in an insane gibberish; while outbreaks of 


supposed prophecy were heard from every 


part of the vast building in which he ofliciated 

Eventually the great society of enthusiasts 
who had collected around Irving, and a num- 
ber of the same character elsewhere, convened 
in London, and established seven churches 
on the idea of & strict and liberal return to 
the forms and fermulas of the apostolic age 
Nominally there were but seven churches in 
the connection, in reality there are in Great 
Britain alone thirly societies, those outside of 
the original seven being termed branches. 


There are fifty churches in Germany, the most 


important being in Berlin, one in Paris, six in 
Scotland, two in Ireland, and two or three in 
this country. It is no small denomination 
which has grown up from a movement that 
most people in this country supposed had died 


out long ago. Among its members, the dukes 


of Northumberland have been and are staunch 
believers. $ 

The church at large has twelve apostlea and 
seven angels; individual societies have deacons 
and deaconesses, elders, evangelists, and pas- 
tors, to say nothing of prophets, who are pu- 
merous, a8 any member of “the church muyrbe 
moved to prophesy. The principal cburch of 
the Irvingites in London square, which was 
erected at а cost of $150,000, resembits a Cath- 
olic cathedral. 'There маце Gothic windows 
flooding the cruciform interior with many-hued 
lights, and altar, and several pulpits. and lec- 
ternes, each with its robed occupant. On clos 
er inspection, one observes peculiarities. — 
angel or ‹ flicial wears a robe of a peculiar colo 


"The evangelist wears red (a token of the blood 


of Christ), the pastor white (emblem of purity), 
the angel purple and gold (purple meaning 
authority, and gold, truth), the elder, purple, 
the prophet, blue (for skyey influences, the heav- 
enly mind, inspiratior). These four primary 
colors represent the, four-fold constiution of 
man—reason, imagination, will, affection. The 
majérity of the robes are simple in structure, 
but the angel is quite gorgeous with his robes 
and an embroidered gold cross down his back. 
We present the above statement in connec- 
tion with an interesting article from Robert 
Dale Owen's new work, ‘ Threading My Way.” 
It is a rémihiscence of a sermon by Rev. Ed- 
ward Irving Ой-а subject which is very proper- 
ly claiming в large share of attention. He says 
wedlock was the theme and it was treated by 
comparing with the true marriage of the soul 
and spirit, the fashionable espousals based on 
mercenary motive and worldly calculation.

Certain remarkable phenomena, pur- 
porting to be words spoken under supernatural 
influence, sometimes in English, sometimes 
in forms of langusge unknown, appeafed in 
his copgregation, were accepted as real and 
reported by Irving himself to Fraser's Maga- 
zine. They were doubtless similar in. charac- 
ler to what are now termed Spiritual manifes- 
tations. Ege! ing this once . celebrated 
preacher not only forfeited his popularity, 
but was deposed, on a charge of beresy, by 
the Presbytery of Annan, his native place.

One says, There is not the) slightest resem- 
blauce in the world between the former and 
latter purt of this book.”

Justa word on this bold add unwarranted 
assumption. Unwillingness to admit that Mr. 
James isa geniug, such аз the world has never 
produced before, or that his (Mr. James“) 
own explanation of the matter is correct, has 
simply lead the above critic to make an ass of 
himself. 

Others, вод а very large class of critics, 
say: “The continuation of the story is such an 
exact type of Ше first part of it, as written by 
Mr. Dickens, it must be that there is some 
mistake about Mr. Dickens not having written 
it all. It must be that the whole manuscript 
was prepared by Mr. Dickens before his death 
—that to make a sensation and create a de 
mand for the book, his heirs sent the manu- 
script over to this country and hired James to 


copy it and claim that it was written by Dick~ 


ens spirit pen." 

This foolish and criminal exposition doesn't 
need refutation. It bears its own refutation 
upon its face, especially to those who have 
any knowledge at ali^ of Mr. Dickens surviv- 
ing friends. < 

Another critic, nay, many critics вау: It is 
no doubt the work of the devil from the be- 
ginning to the end.“ And I see it in print 
that certain parties lay in wait and watched 
the humble domicil of Mr. James in Brattle- 
boro, and affirm that, at sbont midnight, they 
thought they saw escaping from the chimney, 
his sstanic majesty, leaving а sulphyreous
